MOTY PROAIS=S 


The hallo:mess of such prowises nay be seen from the wording of the decicr- 
ation. The ebo.ition of the exorbitant taxes, for example, is practically rcz- 
dered null and void by the proviso that they may not be done eway vith if lo- 
cal conditions do not permit. In the past highly demagovical declarations have 
repeatedly come from the mouth of the national government. The Ici? has announce 
ed the imposition of 1% on land values and limited the surtax to an amount 
double the normal but has never gone beyond the talk stzcse. In fact, the IGN 
has been and is increasing the tex day in and day out. 

In practice the cf makes no choice of the means for raising the money to 
fill its empty coffers, It not only continued the opium tax but increased it 
onormously.

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THE GENERAL SPRIKE OF THE BAT at SUANGHAT 


On May 2 5,000 workers in the No? plant of the british-American Tobacco 
Company at anghai. prvuclaimes. 2 strikc in protest against the closing 
of the No, i plant which laid off some 3.000 cperatives on slay 12, A- 
roused by the sense of solidarity, tie workers in the No. 3 plant of BAT 
declared a sympathy strike in support of the strikers, The walk-out means 
a genera! strike involving 15,000, sceording toa telc;;ram from Yinkow, 
the Manchuriav. branch of the Bai also struck work some time before Hay 28. 
Then it is clear that the sit rueglis practically involves all the employees 
of the BAT in Unina, 

The Strike Last Year 


To major strikes took place last year in the BAT in China, one in May 
and the other in August. These stri‘‘es ended in a failure under the oppres— 
sion of imperialism and AMT, The May strike was called by the workers of 
the No 3 plant in protest against dismisais and supported by the other two 
plaents., Meany workers were placea under arrest. Four voriers of the 3rd __ 
plant «z*e.re thrown into prison uynilier communist ccarges. In August the lst 
plant wm. cn a strike egainst dismiesat and for a grant of money to the 
worker syhools, Imperielisu, EXT end yléow unions played a decisive role 
in breaking the strike, The vorxers returned tox work without securing sa- 
ticvactory conditions, 

The BAT in line with all others: resorted to rationalization and cut 
the working wsek to 40 nours, In the Ist plant the hours were reduced to 
36 . The workers protested. On May.12 tne BAT shut up the plant charg— 
ing the workerg with insubordination. As expalined by the yellow unions, 
the real reasons lying back of the loc®-cpt are: emzloyment of new hends 
at lower wages in place of the old hands with higher wages, repudiation 
of pensions to which the workers are ent:i.tled.

Soveral days reports cane 
fron the same provinco stating that the peoplo in leihaiwoi (formerly oa Bri- 
tish possession), no longer able to bear the exorbitant salt tax, gathercd 
om army of sone 5,000 individuals and soizcd 80,000 niculs of salt fron “ic 
Lutaokow salt warohouso.

According to a message of tke INT centrel ne 
service dated June 20 about 100 piculs of salt wore grebdbed by the masscs fro 
the governmental varohouse in Huang Tsessi, Pukicng, Cholicng.

During the ensuing trial Chen and Pen bravely fought for the ‘“ucmili — 
gang benacits exactly in the same way as the bandit leacer Chiéng sei--she?:

In nvoint of facts Chinese fascists, nanely, the blue shirts, are the 
uiost reactionary, most inefficient, ond most corrupt political organisa- ai 


+ion,. In fece of violent Japanese aggressions the fascist papers such as ; 
the skangnai Chen Peo, the Social News, etc, have been and are advocating 
surrencer to Jananese imperialism. They openly denounce the anti-Japsanesc : 
vevolutioneries and patriots. The fascist censors rule ov all nevrs.concer. -- ° 
ing the anti-Japanese movenent. Recently, they censored the progra:.wi.c and 
Geclaration of the Chinese veovle in a war against Japan, forbidcing Chi- 
nese payers to publish anything of the sort. What is nore intolerable, the 
foseists-traitors have of late arxested a score of the leaders of the 
armed self defence movenent, comrades Yu Chi-chuan, Liu Yeh-yin, etc, tor- 
turing them, insulting them, etc. Heere lies one of the causes underlying 
the ravid decline and decay of the fascist traitors. : 
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Once recogniz 3 the real face of the fascist traitors, the people of 
China have been 8 ng struggles against fascism with persistence. In 
fact, anti-fascist fights tave;taken place in the factory, village, school, . 
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In the face of the anti-fescist struggles the fascist traitors have 
vresented a gloomy picture of disintegration just like the German fascist 
vandits. The fascist traitors claim as one of the greatest achievenents ' 
that last spring they establishec a control on culture, placing the bool: 
stores, schools, publishing houses, etc, wncer their brute domination, re- 
viving the medeival practice of the Chin dynasty to burn books, p¥eparing 
the peovle to accept the rule of Japanese and other imperialism. But e- 
ven in this regard the fascist traitors have failed as predicted. 

Take the school as an illustration. Here the fascist bandits have con- 
centratead tieir energy, honing to make the Dest out of the school. The 
Great China School, once one of the leacing wiiversities at Siongiai, has 
closed down under the fascist administration resvilting frou the intercenine 
warfare between the Whampoo fraction and the two Cizei clique, both clain~ 
ing-to be orthodox fascists, figiting for the vositions. Shots were fre- 
quently fired from both sides wien argicents got hoter snd hoter. 

Lore Instences of Decay 

The Nienenan School virtually run by leading fescists has been dras¢c- 
ing on a :iiserable existence as a resvlt of true “exection of a large csec-— 
tion of tne students under conditions of corrvntion and cisgrace. In the 
Shenghai College of Taw and Politica} Science the Waeiztpoo and two Chen 
fractions heave fought for the ebsolute control of the student association, 
clearly indicating that the fascists are torn asunder by internal strife. 
These isolated examples are enovgh to show the baneruptcy of the fascist 
pandits. : ; 

Turning to the periodicals, the fascist bandits heve nroved more greedy 
andg corrnuot. fhe fascist bencits nave mui scores of veriodicals from caily 
news to monthly, »ropagencizing for tne revival of feucalisn and hmianisn, 
only occassionally ane carefully uttering o few Gemazogical vhrases ageinst . 
the revolutionary movement. Fully aware of the reactionary 1ature and hollow 
ness of these »eriodicals, the people used to carry ona rigid boycott a- 


gainst them. 


The boycott in this instance, hcwever, tui-s to the advantage of the 
fescist bandits who make a huge profit out of it. The boycott leacs to re- 
duced circulation, that is to say, to reduced e:mnenses. She nore recuced 
the exvenses the greater are the ~rofits for the fascist bandits. The rea- 
son is this: all fascists take:a Cefinite sum from the bandit nerty tc ce- 
fray tle e:rvenses of the journals, news a:ers, ete, poc :eting the ve ©cind- 
er of tis money. 

Under this practice all fascist papers are eaming big money. The Ouvt- 
lcok, a monthly, overated by Liu Fin-li, yields 2600 net profit to Liu 
who sets 2,000 from the bandit party and also receives ‘3300 salary a 
month in the National College of Commerce. Out of the 41,000 for the 'State 
and Society’, a weekly, Tang Chin-pei earns $300 a month and buts it into 
his pocket, also receiving $300 sinecure from the national college of com- 
merce, Similar examples may be multinlied but these are enough to show 
the height of the corruption of the fascist bandits. 

The Contradiction Another Bample 


Yet one more example is at hand, The 'Contradiction' run by Pan Jeh- 
lun, a fascist bandit, declares baneruptcy owing to too much squeezes made 
by Pan. This fascist traitor receives 1,000 from the bandit party a month 
but pars little to the printing company, owing $1,677.37 to it. Failing to

The criminal Japcnese imperialism has been rovnding out its posses- 
sions in north China after the occuvation of ianchuria, Jehol, and Inner 
Mongolia while, at the same time, contemplating the direct seizure of 
Fukien in south China by the dispatch of naval, air and land forces in 
a hurry. in talking this action, Japanese imperialism entertains the 
thought of converting China inte a Japanese colony, enslaving the entire 
Chinese people, massacring, raving, exploiting them at -randon. 

KuT's Thorough-going Surrencer 

The KuT milhitarists from Chiang Kai-shek, Chang Hsueh-liang, etc, 
persistently persued a policy of surrender and betrayal vis-a-vis Japanese 
agcressions. They sold out Manchuria, Jehol and Inner Mongolia. Now 
they sold ovt north China and Fukien by tacit recognition of the iianchu 
State throuch the resumption of railway end postal services. They aid 
Japanese_imperialism in the suppression of. the aztti-Japanese movement 
as carried on by the Chinese people, of the anti-Japanese boycott inove— 
ment, of the partisan warfare of the anti-Japanese volunteers in -‘anchu- 
ria. Under the e::cuse of *impotence to resist Japan' they concentrated 
more than 1,000,000 men, spent more than 1,000,000,000 dollars and mo- 
bilized all airplanes and guns in successive but futile drives on the Chi- 
nese Soviets and red arny which have proved to be the sole force capable 
of resisting Japanese end other imperialism. All these bear out the as- 
sertion that the KiT% militarists are the most loyal servants of Japanese

The Soviet government of China and the red army of the workers and 
neasants under its control have repeatedly appealed to the people af Chi- 
na to arm themselves and to stage a national revolutionary war in re- 
nulsing Japanese aggressions. They have declared war on Japan. They have 
issued an order of emergency mobilization, telling the people of Soviet 
China to get ready for a direct war on Jananese inperialism. . 


: The Soviets and the red army have proclaimed to the peo,-le of Chima: 
(1) stop attack on the Soviets and red army, (2) give the people the ele-

THE FIGHT OF THe RICSIIA CODLIES AT SHANGIHAT 
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The ficit of the ricsha coolies involving some 100,000 workers is a 
wajor strusgie for the nonth. The fact that the struggle broke out not 
suaienly but after the elapse of a vatner long brewing »eriod in direct 
defiance o? the strict order of Chians Eei-shek (vandit chief of the Kuo- 
rminteang) to the coitrary is 2 couc.usive oriol of the workers! rising 
fighting -.cod during the very process of the sharrtening cf the HW econo— 
mic and netional crisis. This action of the ricsha coclies practically 
set the KT interdiction to naught. The coolies, well united, not only 
Aefied the imouwintang but triwaphed over it politically. 

Cause of the Fight 

Sonetive in July the Shengnai nwnicipal council vrom gated a new set 
of reguiations governing the ricsha pusiness aiming at dirert control. 

In the «ace of the violent opposition from the ricsha owners the cowncil 
yiclded to tie capitalists py amending the regulations in certain res— 
pects on August 7. But the cowieil, as.was ecpected, stood firm in deal-— 
ing with the riesha coolies who were hit by the new order. On August & 

a sreve situation arose when coolies paralized the ricsha business by a 
vartial strike. 


Imperialism has long been desirous: of cutting down the competition 
ox the riesha coolies with the tramway cars, buses end taxis by limiting 
+4o number of the ricshas. As far back as in 1924 the council restricted 
the rieshas to 10,000. And the treffic cormission under the cowicil pro- 
nosed to Feéuce that number to 5,000 within ten years, a proposal that 
was never nut into overation owing to.the o::;0siticn of the ricsha owners. 
‘“ien the ricsha cormittee set up in Sentember, 1653, after a full study, 
sucsested cGireet control of the couneil over the ricshas and coolies as 
the first step towards the restriction of the numbex of the ricshas. The 
nev regilations worked out by the committee were encorsed by the com- 
cil and »renulgated in July. . 

Tie ue regulations have tie following features: (1) registration of 
yicsna owmers who must tate out a license, (2) begimiing with Augtst. 

Care » 
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reduction of riesha rent from 1.40 to $1.00 (small money) ver day, to be 
further reduced to ..0.S0 in 1955, (3) registration of the ricsha coolies who 
must. talé out licenses the number cf which is limited to 40,000 or one third 
of the pnrese:t number. Each day the coolies must each contribute 10¢ towards 
he funds wider the administration of the’ so-called Pullers Liutual Aid As- 


In one resvect the new regulations created a virtval monopcly for the 
riesha oymers on tiie simple grevnd that owing to the restricted number of 
ricshas available for rent the ccelies who co:e to the city in ever-increas-— 
ing nvnbérefor a livelihood have certainly fewer chances tc make a living 
on ricsha-nuling. 


Tne 14 dimes paid by the coolies as rent ests up 47.59% of the daily in- 
come of the puller. Anong the 55 fanilies investigated only one is able to 
go alons fairly. Practically all the coolies are on the starvation line, 
borrowing all the time at an usurious rate of interest. The Sinwenneo re- 
verted on Ansuvst 11 the suicide of a coolie by hanging threugh the »resure 
of usury. in addition the ricsha ovners crerate ge:abling houses and tate 

cveztissions from the winnings of the coolies. Another thins, equally :re- 
judicial to the coolie, is the attempt of the ricsha owner tc bind the »vi- 
lex to his rieshas by a loan of, say, from five to twenty dvllars. 

Considering that the ricsha o.mers vocliets too much noney fren te coc 
ies the Shenghai municipal council feeis ‘obliged’ tc take action for the 
irect control sf the ricsha business, The council itsclf wants to share 
moze o2 the suner-nrofits reaped by the owners, According to the riasha re~ 
ort of the council, gop.64-65 owners of the ricslha earn $21-23 a month on 
he average cr 1cos— 5 while the council takes from $10 to $18 for cach 
icense. 11 1928 e ligense was valued at $750 (marhket value). 


She Svruggle of the Coolies 


Weths D3 te 


Defeated or, rether, cooverating with the owners cr ccntractors, the 
council turns on the coolie by a ruthless offensive, nasely, restriction of 
the number oi the coolies and intensified e::ploitation. The Council clains 
to have reduced the ricsha rent from 14 dines to 12 a day but owing to the 
decrcesed yummm earning power cf the coolie 12 dimes a cay is yet too nuch. 
The earnings of the coolie have fallen off for two reasons, Pirstly, the 
gsisell monev and coppers, particularly the latter, have steadily depreciated 
(vieshna sarfare usvally vaid in these coins). Secondly, competition from 
the buses end tram cars has become atom lieener, 


With their grievances @till deepened further, several hundred coolics 
went on a »artial strike, interfering with the pulling of the ricshas <2 
August 9. Later on the number increased up to several thousand, sharpyenivs 
tne strucgle still furtuer, The strikers put forward the following domanicas: 
Reduce the ricsha rent down to 8 dimes, small money, 

Give free medical treatment to coolies, sanitary appliances, etc, 
Agninst registration, 

Free meals to unemployed and sick-coolies, 

Ageinst restriction of ricshas tc 10,000, 

Against arrest and beating of policenen, 

Passengers solicited on any street,

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These are the mininum demands oe Fhe coolies counled with militant ac- 
tion of a large section of the pullers who fought with _the rolice. % tug 
successive days the Settlement police rounded up some 1,000 coolies: wider 
charzes of disturbing peace. Dogens of the strilzers are still held by the 
nolice, charged with the same offence (disturbence of veace). But in face 
of mass action for the release of the feriter the :olice had tc set free 
hundreds of the militant wormers. ‘

connection further enquiries are being continued.

In connection with the address mentioned "D.C. Bess, 
Metropole Hotel", it is interesting to note that this 
individual is an American journalist and correspondent to 
the Christian Science Monitor, an American Daily Newspaper. 
He was interviewed by D.S. Tilton and D.8. Sorrie at 12.15 
Peme May 18 when the object of the interview was briefly 
explained by D.S. Tilton and that his name had been found 
in a room at 7 Quinsan Gardens. Mr. Bess immediately stated 
that the only explanation he could offer was that the occupant 
of the room at No.? Quinsan Gardens may be connected in some 
way with a monthly "Red" journal called ‘The China Peasants 
and Labourers Correspondence® of which he had received 
regularly until a month ago, a copy from an unknown source, 
addressed to him in a plain typewritten envelope. These 
publications, he states, he forwarded to his paper in America. 
He explained that he has been living in Shanghai for about a 
year and a half, and that he formerly resided in Peking where 
he*met a Mr. Slepach, correspondent of the Tass (Soviet) News 
Agency, ‘who, he states, has since returned to Russia. Bess 
worked together at one time with Slepach in Manchuria, and 
through him he beceme acquainted in Shanghai with C. F. Glass 
and V. R& r, former local Tass Agente Slepach eeckioned 20 
Bess that the “Red® journal contained interesting news and as 
result Bess was in receipt of copies until recently. Bess 
also remarked that Rover and Glass were both well known to the 
Police and in his opinion Glass was a very smart man. Bess

Was deemed unwise to ask him any questions ather than those 


bearing on the object of the visit. In answer to certain 
. questions he stated that he had never met or worked together

TIBIAREE C. BESS 

Demaree C. Bess, an American citizen, was born in 
1895 at Kansas City, Missourt. | In addition to 
studying at a high school in his native town, he attended 
and genius from the Colwabia Univers:ty, Missouri. 

He is reputed to have worked om various of the 
Kansas City daily newspapers until 1920 when he became 


connected with the Christian Science Monitor of Boston, 


Mass. He apparently impressed his employers for in 
1924 he came to China as the Far Eastern Correspondent 
of the Monitor. He came from the U.S.A. to Shanghai 
where he stayed from April 1924 until the middie of 1928 
when he made a two year tour of Japan in the interest of 
his paper. 

Im May 1927 he was ordered to Peiping by his 
employers and it was in Peiping that he met the present 
Mrs. Dorothy G. Bess, a@ divorcee, who was at one time 
the wife of Randall Gould, present Executive Bditor of the 
Shanghai Bvening Post and Mercury. 

Whilst in Peiping Bess made the acquaintance of and 
beeame very intimate with Mr. Slepach, Soviet citizen and 
representative of the Tass News Agency iu Peiping. Sess

ests before the world imperialist hands, Roosevelt, Mac'donald, pDaladier, 
Mussolini, and Hitler. , 

Now, T.V. Soong has come bvack in Sept. from his auctioneering tour, bri- 
ng th him the @.$50,000,000. wheat and cotton loan from USA., the .'r= - 
tish ammunition and machine loan or $100,000900., a great mumber of Italian 
bombing planes and German Fascist advisors, and an agent of internationel 
Imperialisz—Dr. Rajchman, sent by the Commission of Techhtcal Assistance to 
China of the League of Nations. 

Under this help and direction of the Imperialists, Kuomintang now comes 
up again to carry on ats brutal slaughter of the 100,000,000 toiling people 
under the ru@e of the Ghinese Soviet Government. , : 

In this big scale campaign of Kuominhafig against the ree ammies, air 
forces will be ge a as the main weapon. This savage means for tne oppres 
sion of Chinese revolutionary forces gains the spiritual and material suppe 
port of the Imperilaists, as expressed in an editorial comment of the North 
China Daily News (British) in which it suggested that "air banbardments 
have been the effective metheds in tet ob ig the Indian revolutionary mo- 
vements by British,and therefore it should be employed by Nanking in the 
anti-red campaign", and the fact that a great number of fighting aeroplanes 
have been sold to the kuomintang traitors ty foreign imperialists. Underthe 
help of American ImperiAlists, Chiang ssi Sek is planning ® emport 3,000 
planed peeigenele ese years. The number of american planes amported recently 
can by no we xamown, but ancording to some news leaked out from papers, 18 
fighting planes putchased by the aviotion association were imported in Aug., 
and The Sin Wan Pao of august 30 sain that "the 36 fighting planes recently 
purehase omy Curtiss—Aeroplane and MotorgCo. of America have been ordered 
to Kiengsi to participate the anti-red war." And the China Weekly Review of 
Septanber 30 reported that the nerofrome newly established in “ancheng is 
prepared to accomodate 300 planes. 

The fact that Kuomintang has to employ air foree as its own weapon in 
the 5th campaign tells us that the soldier masses under the command of EMT 
officérs are not condidered by Kuomintang as reliable any more. Another fact 
likewise showing the shaking of the Kuomintang social nillar is that ell 
staffs working in he Governmental organs of Nanchang are required lately to 
havefreliable gumrentee(June 26, Shun Pao). : 

Since the old soléiers and the local transporting coolies are no more re 
liable, bevause of their acquaintance of the real ngeoee of the Soviet Gove 
vernment, Chi Kai Sek has been compelled to look%the farther cca provin- 
ces as Honan, J ung, Kiangsu etc. as sources for the recruitment of new 
seldiers and transporténg coolies. Now 15 divisions of such new soldiers 

. ond many tansporters have been hired(or rather impressed), and a great number 
of lower nilitary functionaries is being trained in Kuling under the German 
adtisors. "By order of the Military affairs Commission there will a special 
Control Committee in charge of the fighting corps in Kiangsi and thruout the 
Cent China area. It will control the promotion and punishment of officers 
in t arious bandit suppression divisions" (China weekly Review, Sept. 79) 

Most of the soldiers and transporters impressed by Kuomintang froia the 

oreign provinces are nen with familics and occupations in their old places. 
omintang specially picked “ these people tecause they think that there will 
be less chance dor such nen .to surrender to the xed armies. 

In Sin Wan Pao of Sept. 26, a tragedy of Kuomintang's impressment of 
peasants was desckibed: 

"the tragedy was like thas....the Government of our district (the writers 
district, Kiangyin, 130 km. from Shanghai in the uppor Yangtze) has been or- 
dered to supply one hundred teansporting coolies....for this,the whole Bu- 
reau of Safty was mobilized to search and arrest people.... a hundred trans- 
porting coolies were at last impressed on Sept. 10. They are all fine strong 
people, with occupations, and families. Some were az rested while selling 
woods in the distrécf city, and others while carrying manures, pushing car- 
riages or selling sundries as veddlers. 
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"at six p.m. that day, they were brought to the steamboat Chen Da saili 
ing for Che ang, capital of the Kian-gsu Province, They were guarééd by € 
poliee, and tied up by ropes to one another as if they were erabs, while the 
family folks, wives, childrefi and babies, parents, brothers and sisters cri- 
ea at the door of the district Government and on the wharf, to have a last 
s2ght of their husbands, rethers, soms or brothers. Whenever they tried to 
reach the poor victims, they were at ance stopped by the whips of the AMT 
police. It was so pitiful that the writer covid not tear to see the scene. 

"It was said that four men jumped down overboard after the boat silaled 
in order to re the impressment! 5 

Parallel to e military preparatdons, strict economic blockade is carr 
rick on by the Kuomintang murderers, aiming to arouse uncasimesas in the 8So0- 
viet distrists because of lack of salt and othe daily-needed articles. They 
Giviced the Chinese Soviet districts into cight regions, in each of which, a 
speeicl co: iusioner is appointed to look after the blockade effairs, and in 
aidition, iuspectors a:e sent from the Headquarter in Nanchang to various 
rogions to see that the baoxkade is properly carried on, District magistrat— 
es: are instructed to act in strict maasure. 411 daily—needed articles ,main— 
lyzelt, rice, keresene 011, codton seeds, other foodstaffs, cattles, horses 
and other domestic animals are not allowed to be transported into the soviet 
aréa, The sale of salt and kerosene oil ngem the soviet districts is a Gove 
vornment monopoly. Local peasants have to epply for a purchasing certificate 
before they are allowed to byy a certain andnt of salt or kerosene, oil a 
day, les& the peasente will ship them into the soviet.aren. Cases o¥ shootinc 
eens. for anippbng salt into soviet districts appéar in newa-papers fre- 
quently. 

Kuomintang is suffering great financial crisis at present, Wang Ching 
Wai, Head of the Kuomintang Executive Yuan, reported that every ménth, the 
revenues collected by the Nanking Government fall short of the expenditures 
by over fen million dollars(Sfun Wan Pao Cet. 4) (The total expeniiitmmes of 
Nanking from Ju.’ 1931 to June 193 2 was #364,000,000., excluding the pay- 
ment of forvign debts and indempity, according to the financial report: 0.

Sept. 30 in a certain house whixithin the Settlement. This success 
is specially significant in the present period when the Imperialist robbers 
are madly preparing for the second world war and the war against the socia- 
list state of U.8.5.R. and for tks partitioning of Chinn. 

Several hundred degegates have been elecved among the Shanghai workers 
and revoluticnary organisations, but for the sate of adapting to euviron— 
ment, only tens, elected again from the hundreds, attended the Conference.

in the districts-around the lowor Sungeri about 10,000 Manchuria: 
troops vfficiered by Chinese but ihe latter can not act with an eutho— 
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; rity of their own. As a matter of fact, All Chinese officers 
whether high cr low are under striet vigilanee anc surveillance of Ja~ 
panese imperialism. The round of duties from pnatroling to fighting is 
performed by Marehurian troops under direet order of Japanese superiors, 
The soldiers have been subjected to unvearable hardships such &s bad 
food, lower pay, flogging, extra work, etc. The soldiers as well as of-— 
vieers have shown a resentment against the Japanese. The influence of 
Chinese volunteers combined with Japanese oppression has brought about 
many musinies, eituer partial or entire, among the shaken Mnuchurian 
troops stationed in the area around the lower Sungari. Such mutinies 
nave taken place by the tens in Shansen. Holikung, etc, during the past 
few months. as to the rest of manchurian troops wno have not as yet ; 
gone over to our side, they usually reached an understanding with the 
volunteers and maintained an attitude of passive neutrality during the 
anti~volunteer eampaign., Sometimes they even openly went over to the 
anti~Japanese camp. ; : 


Under such conditions Japanese imperielism decided to disarm the 
unreliable Marchurien troops in accordance with their stretegy of the 
third stage in the occupation of Manchuria, This strategy caused con— 
siderable uneasiness and indignetion emong the Menchurian troops re- 
sulting in mutinies. Take, for example, the brigade commanded by Gen. ‘?u 
and stationed in Tangyuan, T-ngho, ete. “he soldicrs there refused to 
answer the roll call of Japenese officers and moved, to the forests, fhe 
4th battalion of the Wu reriment in Holitane turned’ back to the nursua~ 
Sion of vapunese officer's who desired to dishand the "inruly" soldiers 
by inducing them to listen to admonition and then catch them in a trap 
with machine guns, Later on, the Jananese called their officers to a 


‘ Gonferencsé and formally discused the means of dissolution but before 


the eonfemency ended, the soldiers rushed in ond fired on Japanese and 
Chinese officers, Then street fighting ensued, terminating in the kill-— 
ing of 17 Japanese and the capture of 1 :1achine gun. More than 50 «auti~ 
neers formed an anti~Jupanese detachment under tke leadership of a Cap- 
tain called Wu Chunghu and went to the north in company -of20 others 
who deserted the main body of troups.

Cimultaneously with the disarming of regular troops, the Japanese 
pr ceeded long with. the task of disarming the neasants, obviously with 
a view to confiscating all arms and amminitions hich ma, be used for 
enti~Japanese purpose or turned over to anti-Japanese volunteers, 


The Japanese attempted to register all the arms held by the pesple 
as the firget step towards the realisation of the sinister scheme of dis- 
arming the urmed units of the masses, in fangyuan, fungho, etc, the Ja- 
panese however directly dissolved the militia of the merchanvs. They 
robbed the peasants in solikung of their urms in the same way. the rag 
ing peasanis. anc the landlord, too, immediately rose up uainst ccnfis— 
cation and employed various means for this purpose. Some said nothing 
ebout their rifles or made false declaration as to the actual number of 
riflcs while the more militant revolted and organised enti~-Japanese 
units, WNuy, they have been fighting the Japanese fearlessly, Sueh pea~ 
seaut partisans ure mumcrous, operating over a vast territory. In Sipei- 
gu 50 peasants, 11 armed, joinea the anti-—Japanese volunteers in Chin- 
shan, The peasants in Menkakung fought hard arainst the massacre of the 
Jepanese ermed immigrants, In Tungho, Wufenglung, ctc, the peasants de- 
manded mz to join or actudlly joined the voluntcers, Dissatisfied with 
the Japanese cunfiscation of rifles, a portion of the landlords went 
over to the volunteers on a united front against Japanese imperialism. - 

Such conditions are certainly very favorable to the wide development 
of the activities of the voluntcers in conjunction with the develonment 
of the anti-Japanese struggle of the masses. The influence sf the com 
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panese struggle. as an evidence of it, we may mention the West and North 
Manchurian Peasant Committee under the direct guidance of the party, . 
which committee has staged an attack on Tangyuan in conjunction with the 
wvolunteers who are more or less inclined towards the (.P.C. 


IV. Demagogy cf Imperialism 

In face of the growing anti-Japanese movement as carried on by 
workers, peasants and dissatisfied soldiers in Manchuria, Japanese im-— 
perialism has been compelled to use a little bit of demagogy eas a weans 
cf oitigation of the movesent. At the same time, it endeavored to buy 
cover the landlord—-bourgeisie and military officers in order to facili- 
tote its attack on the revolutionaries, particularly the communist 
party of China, It called a landlord conferece composed of delegates 
from various hsiens but camouflaged it as a cerenl parley. the confer- 
cnee was actuated primarily by the desire to stage an crfective orfen— 
sive uguinst the volunteers and communists. Japanese imperialism promise 
ed to give baek a portisvn of. the confiscated riffles to the landlord for 
the formation of self-defence units or militia, to increase the salary. + ‘ 
and to reise the pay of suldicers to $20.00 per month, to cut the taxcs, — 
to clear the greedy officers, t. practise Wongteo (rrinciple of Suints), : , 
ete, Taus allured und ygrutificd to « certein degree, the lendlurd hes i a 
rallied to the call of svepanese imperialism in ¢ comnon attempt to < 
check the grow"of the revoluticnary and liberation movement, Cunsequent— 
1y3 in west end north Wunchuric u campaign agninst the communists and 
onti~Japanese elements was launched, killing them by the secre, to say 
nothing of the hecdquarters whieh were of course smeshed,. In this drive 
the Chinese landlord fully supported Japanese imperialism.

In spive of its accumulation of 
large stocks of silver money, Shanghai is facing 4 currency crisis, too, 
whieh is well reflected in the present tightening of the money market. 
411 the banks here in Shanghai refused t> grant credit to the eommer— 
cial houses includirg the large ones (fer example, the Commercial Precs, 
Lmt, which needs $800,000 cash but can not obtain it, etc). Reliable 
fovecastsa have been made that when the new lunar year comes nearly 
,OOO shops large and small will be unable to reopen their @oors for 
usiness, ‘he situation in Shanghai then is bad, too. 


Causes of the Crisis 


Just like in‘other countries, the crisis in China is developing, on 
mR local scale, directing its blows to the local commercial centres 
through which the commodities of imperialism pass into the interior and. 

\ native agricultural produce is shipped to the larize ports (like 

Shanghai), thence to foreign lands, The native banks located in these 
centres vsually finance the payments of the commodities exported or 
imported, They also issue uotes for local circulation. But their re- 
serve is as a rule quite insufficient. When cash flows out in large 
quantities to tne big ports to pay for the unfavorable balance of trade 
as is ‘usually the case, the native banks not only Suce an enpty vault 
but can not ges enough credit te tide over the difficulty. 

The Chinese farmer produces for the market in practically the came 
way as those in the other coun.sries. te exchanges his prcducts for 
those coming from outside, mostly imperialist goods, This process was 
greatly hampered to his detriment in 1932, and the more so in 1933. 

The reason lying'at the bottom of it is that foreign wares such 4s 

the rice of Saigon, the wheat of australia, Canade and USA, ete, have

My this 
war they -rrote down one of the most elorious nares in the history of the 
anti-imperislist movercnt in China. Py this war t*ey repudiated the 
ey traitorous theory that China “as too veak to Tight Japanese imrer- 

alism. Leading the mass of the ranks and files of the 19th route army, 
che neasants in the environs of the metropolis, the city poor and the 
revolutionary students and intellizentsia, the Shanghai workers fought 
heroically against 70,000 Japanese picked troops aided by 30 “'arshins, 
200 airplenes and numerous tanks and guns. Were it not for the inter- 
vention of other imperialists and the arvivel of Nanking troops to sa- 
botage the war in tne fear, they would have certainly succeeded in 
aGriving out the Japancse bandits. The war proves that only the eo : 
workers are«the real and effective force against Javanese and all oth 
imperialism. The war tears dovn the mask of the Kuomintang and aeoewa

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Equipped vith new tactics, tre red army in Szechuan, Shensi and Shansi 
have brought about new significant develovments. The Shansi red army oc- 
cupied Konan hsien and marched in the direction of Suivyuan. It attempts to 
check the recent Janansse drive in e>st Chahar ana to recover the territo- 
ries handed by the KMT betrayers over to Japanese imperialism. It tries to 
achieve this objective by effecting a conjunction with the national armed 
self-defence movenent in North China which grows stronger every day. The 
red army operating in South Shensi. advances on Si-an, papital of the vro- 
vince. In the section between North Shensi end Bast Xensu the red army | 
erushed 30,000 VAT bandits. the red army in “orth Szechuan suiashed the IMT 
bandits around Chaohua and Kwanyuan, marching on Chentu while the red amy, 


i.e., the exneditionary force, in South Szechuan reached as far as Pingshan » 


in the southwest of the province. These new developuents of the red army 
add creatly to the strenth of the national armed self defence and strike a 
hard blow at the betrayal of the traitorous Kuomintang. 


At the same time, we look back to the glorious record of the red army 
with considerable pride. From July, 1933 to July, 1934 the read army in the 
various provinces smashed 120 regiments of the KMT bandits and completely 
amihilated about 40 regiments, capturing in the case of the central Sovict 


“district 4 prigadier-generals, 4 reyiszental commanders together with 20,C00

soldiers, seizing 30,000 rifles, 300 machine guns, etc. For the half year 
ending 19354 the red army has also much to show in its record. In August the 
anti-Japanese vanguard of the red army crushed the 3rd and 9th divisions of 
the bandits at Pengkow, Lierchen and captured 5,000 rifles. Another portion 
of the read army disarmed the entire 52nd division of the bandits in Yinan 
and seized 5,000 rifles. According to Japanese stastics the red army in HN. 
Szechuan captured some 40,000 rifles. Near end of October the red army 
wiped out 20 regiments of the bandits around Changting and wrested 10,000 
rifles from the beaten bandits. In Novenber the red army in Sinkuo smashed 
10,000 bandits and shot down five airplanes, capturing several thousand ri- 
fles. The expeditionary force, while en route, dispersed large bodies of 
the bandits and seized rifles by the tens of xi tliousands. All in all,

The events in the past year entirely confizrm the correctness of the 
appraisal of the Chinese situation made by the Communist International. 
The conditions of “revolution, war and intervention" not only exist but 
continue to develop. 


®™he deepening of the national crisis and the stiffening of imperialist ' 

aggression are revealed in the Japanese seizure of North China,’ the re- 
sumption of train and postal service paving the way for the recognition cf 
Menchukuo, the extension of the Peiping municipality, the removal of the 
Hopei provincial government to Paoting, the evacuation of Chinese troops 
from North China to cunsolidate the Japanese domination in North Chine and 
facilate the. eet err steven oF eT Union, Kid China and Sout: China. 
The Japanese 8 ement of April L7 places Uhine under exclusive 
Japanese control. British rialism endeavors to march from the frontier 
regions such as Tibet and Sikong into the interior (Hunan, Kwangtung, etc). 
American imperialism de e to establish its economic domination in China 
q by neans of the silver policy. French imperialism is in close allience with 

the Kvangsi militarists. This rayid shila ae advance is mado nossible 
by the surrender of the KMT traitors 


In tne second place, the ‘cre relentless exploitation of the 


Kuomintang brings.on its train the economic collapse. The drought 
of 1934 caused a loss of more than | ,000,;000 and victimized more than 
100,000,000 peasants. National ee "decline rapidly than be- 


fore. Lockout and curtailment of preduction are a common oecurance every- 


e 
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where. Production is cut by 25% to 80%, throving out 2a big army of the un~ 
employed and partly unemployed. The compulsory arbitretion of disputes and 
shooting of strikers by fascits bandist are only a weans by which to shift 
the burden of the crisis to the toilers. Taxes exacted from the toilers by 
the KMT bandits amount to less than one fourth of thc military expenditure, 
and KMT finances are bancrupt. This entails the issue of more than $200,000, 
O0CO in unsccured bonds. The outflow of silver in large quantities and the 

1 sharp drop in the prices of the bonds (falling off by two to four dollars 
inmediately after the_conclusion of the optimistic 5th plenary session of 
the KMY bandits) hold out greater dangers for the IMT finances. 


In the third place, fascist terrors are wacly razing. Bandit Chiang 
hed to confess that his one million men reducec the three provinces to ru- 
ins by burning and killing. Fascist bandits murdered the famine sufferers, 
and shot the strikers, especially aiming tlieir pistols at the Cornunists, 
They spared no bourgeois oppositionists as Sze iisang-tsai, proprietor of the 
Shun Pao (one of the leading journals at Shanghei). This raging fascist ter- 
ror reflects the rising tide of the nays struggle and the extension of the 
Cormunist influence. The inner conflicts of the KLiT bandits are sharpening 
more than ever, a fact that makes the struggle of the KN@ bandits for main- 
taining their tottering rule hopeless 2nd fruitiess. 


Yourthly, on the other hand, the revolutionary struggie is advancing, 
first of all, in Manchuria where the reople's revolutionary armies are 
groving by leaps and bounds under the Communist leadership. The netional arm- 
ead self defence ovement vith the workers end peasants as the main gainstay 
is spreading in all directions, particularly in the North more threatened 
by Japanese invasion. It embraces all Chinese who do not wish to submit to 
imperialist rule. Workers throughout the land are fighting against the of- 
fensive of capital under the most terroristic conditions (for example, the 
‘several ten thousand miners in North China). Tne broad mass of famine vic-— 
tims ficnt for the division of food. Red partisan fighting is developing 
everywhere. Mutinies of the Kil? soldiers are revorted from time to time. 
Ard, the red ainties scored sweeping successes with the «doptation of new 
tactics, exercising immense influence on the further revolutionary fight of 
the masses. 


Fifthly, the red army adopts new tactics and carries on new activities. 

It evacuates certain Soviet cities and the red capital, considering that 

- the imperialist-KM2 bandits have e superior force, especially planes and 
geses, designed to wear out the red army by wanton burning and killing, also 
considering that the enemy intends to stifle the revolutionary movenent by 
capturing the 1iain body of the red army. The withdrawal of the red army is 
not a defeet for the red army but, on the contrary, for the KM? bandits who 
failed to enbottle the red army as they repeatedly announced. The eneny 
reported the evacuation of 100,000 red fighters (but, in fact, the number ic 
much larger). When withdrawing from Changting, the. red army crushed 20 re- 
giments of bandits. At Sinkuo the red army smashed 10,000 bandits end brourit 
down 4 aeroplanes.

2 the KMT represcntative, Chans Yeh-ting, met Japanese dele- 
getes, Matsui, etc, in a conference at Ta Tan, a torn on the Jehol border 
to hand over another portion of Chinese soil to Japanese imperialism. ‘ith 
in hardly ten minutes Chang signed away a vast track of land, called Shitu 
Chentse, Tungtsaitse and Nanshi Lingtse, easuxving by several hundred square 
li. The conference ended so quickly because the Japanese were previously 
assvred of the certainty of turning all North Thina into a Jenanese colony 
through the conversations of tiajor General Sguzuki and bandit Chiang Kai- 
shiek at Nanking. The HT delegate prowised to return the 37 rifles to -the 
J=panse, rifles that were talen by Chinese soldiers ordered to retreat im- 
nediately but remaining firm on the ground end fighting the invaders. The 
return of the rifles means that the Japanese do not-have to worry about the 
loss of their weap 8g.” marching on Chinese territory because the loss, if 
any, will be made $ y the Wit officers, 


‘he Ya Tan conference tecided that the territory above wentioned sliovld 
be neutral without the stationing of troops from either side. From the ex- 
veriences of the Tangu agreement only Chinese troops are excluded from the 
demilitarized zone while the Jananese heave full right to move in and out 
their troovs as they please. The slineless betrayal of tlie IM'T bandits, hore 
ever, provices a creat impetus to the national armed self defence move:‘ent 
in the north. “he masses have learned that only their ovm action right at 
the moment can put a stop to further betreyals of the FKP »vandits. Branch- 
es of the nectional armed self defence have sprung up in vhe north and de- 
veloped in certain cases their activities to tiie higher stage of partican 
warfare acoinst Japanese imperialism and its agent, the KMT bendits.

Japanizing North, Clana

This is an article written for us by a correspondent from Peking 
and grinted below in a condensed form---nd. 


The foreign policy of the Nuoiilutansg, the party of landlords, tourgeoi- 
sie, benkers and generals, is the policy of seiling out China to imperial-—- 
ism, especially to Japanese imverielists. Ti.e resumption of train and nost- 
tal. service with Manchukwo ard the customs agreement opening the frontiers 
for the penetration of Janenese goods are only stages on the road to the 
surrender of the whole of China to Japanese imperialism. 


Striving to capture Inner iiongolia as a springing boars for a thrust 
azainst the Soviet Union, the Japanese military are acting openly end ruth- 
lessly, anticipating that Nanking will not resist this seizure. Ili the ban- 
ner regions in Chahar the Japs have built up four wireless stations, one of 
chem at the palace of Prince Teh, head cf the Longolian autonomy ioverent. 
These stations aré nArined by a Japanese staff. The Javanese have constructed 
motor roads across Jehol into Chahar to facilitcte further aggression. Kal- 
gan, tie junction city on the PeipingSuiyusn railvay and eno of the carcven, 
route to Outer Mongolia, is probably their first objective. Having seized 
the Mukden-Peiping line, the Japs are ready to grab the Peiping-Suiyven rail-- 
way which vill be extended from Paotow to Sinkieng for further aggr: ssion 
arainst Outer Mongolia and the Chinese northwest. Nanking are assisting the 
Japs by withdravring Chinese troops from the north and sending them to fisht 
the red army in South China, the only truly enti-imperialist force in China. 


To colonize North Chjna the Japs do not have to bring in their troops, 
leaving tlhe work to be finished through the KNT traitors. At the demand of 
Japanese imperialism the KM? bandits suppressed all anti-Jap. organizations 
and publkcations, tortured and shot newspaper editors sho dared to call for 
resistence to Japan or crticize the Nanking policy in North China. At the de-- 
mand of Japanese tmperialism even EMT committeas in N. China were dissolved, 
KKT members expelled. Japanese paid and voluntary Japanese agents were plac- 
ed in all governmental offices from the very top dovn to the bottom. These 
agents, whether milit or civil, arrested scores, nay, hundreds of patrio=- 
tic youths in Peiping, Tientsin and other. cities. Rumour has it that should 
Huang Fu, head of the Peiping administration, fall into disfavor and be turn- 
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ed out by the Jeps he would be replaced by ‘Jan; I-tang, a former compradore 
of a Japanese shipping firm in Tientsin. 


The proposed extension of Peiping and the removal of the Hopei provin- 
cinl severnment to Paoting will leave the former cepital and Tientsin en- 
tirely to the direct domination of the Japanese. In aiding the Japs in dump- 
ing their goods in the north, Nanking appointed Kishimoto, a Japanese, as 
head or the customs in Tientsin. Steps are now taken to establish direct 
radio, telephone, telegraph and air communications with Manchukuo. 


On Jan. 23 the Japs began a new drive into eastern Chahar with 13,C90 
troops, an air squadron and forty armoured cars; anc poured a rain of death 
oi peasants,.workers and soldiers in several Chinese villages. The Ki bandit 
moved their airplanes, tanks and guns against the red army in the south. Br 
this the KT bandits tried to jivstify their loud call that "they have ne mo- 
dern weapons in resisting the Japanese". By the truce agreei.ent of Feb. 2 
eastern Chehar pretically fell i::to the hands of the Japs. Japanese imper-, * 
ialism needs this territory for the »reparation of the attack.onm USSR and, 
with this erid in view, turns it into a perfect military base with the full 
backing of Nanizing. The Japs now are consozidating their control over the 
Mongolian leases ani ba:mers, again, vith the full backing of Nanking. The 
KM handits are helwing in every way possible the Japs in realising the pian 
of the Janunese conauest of China as laid dowm in the famous Tanaka lenorbal. 
To this purvose bandit Chiane Kei-shek conducted secret negotiations with 
the Janenese in tie Pai tetPBaical Hospital widaer the guise of 'sickwess’ in 
December and later at his home on his estate at Ienghwa (not far avay from 
Shenghnai). By order of bandits C)iang ond Taug te vice-foreim minister, 
Tang Yu-jeng, alveys came to Shanghai ond stsyel in the Japanese Pu fin hos- 
pital off Ssechuon Road to negotiate with the Jans, ac:ecin under the ~uire of 
‘sickness'. These negotiations, all carried on vehind closed Goors, decided 
on the role of tire Kuomintang bandits in the Japanese conquest of China. 
When tne daps, fox instance, should vexsin a drive inte Chinese soil again, 
the KMT ought to immediately vwithdrev Chinese troops anc thus prevent Chi- 
nese soldiers from fighting the invaders; at the same time lull public opi- 
nion by spreading the falsehood that the incident is not serious and only 
local. As soon as the Japasese drive consuers large tracks of territory, the 
EXT bandits invariably propose a conference end sisn avay the territory de- 
manded by Japanese imperialism. On the Japanese denend the KM? bandits pros- 
ecuted a vigorous campaign against all anti-imperialist and anti-Japsnese 
orzanisations and magazines or neners. In 1934 not less than 110 such publi- 
cations vere sunpressed in Peiping alone for the publication of factual re- 
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ports on the XM? betrayal. 


‘At the same tine the “MT bandits are cooperating “ith the Japanese at 
every turn in the preparation of the offensive on the Republic of Outer Mon- 
golia and USSR. A notorious example may be sentionec of the recent press 
campaign of the Kf bandits asainst USSR, centering arovnd the sale of the 
Chinesé Bastern Railway. The KMT-fascist and bour:eois papers invariably 
accuse the Soviet Union of having committed illeality in seiling the line 
to Japan (in a factual sense) but. never said & word about the Japanese at-

The stastics for tne month under revicw are se oapiled on incozplete in~ 
formation. We kave been unable to gather any dave from south China. 

During the presont month big strikes have broken out in Korth China and 
Shanghai. The Vorsshan rminers,altozether struck work demanding higner wages 
and better treatment, In the conrsé of the struggle the strikcrs cnashed 
the ;cllow unions and came to bliody clashes with police anc soldiers, On 
April 17 the miners ot Tongixiachun and Siling went on a strike andi raised 
up the same demands, While coming back from work, the Tongxiachun workers 
were stopped by police and robved of their coal shich was vsunlly granted 
them as am. allowance in fuel. Angered by this fre-’ outrage, the workers 
Clashed with the of€ending armed police, suffering one death end several 
wounded. Then a strike flared up. Gver a dozen of worker—leaders were ar=— 
rested by the ENT under direct instructions from rialiem (the Lailan 
‘Coal Co. is a British concern). The Ku? tried to alienate the mass of work- 
ers from their lcaders and to prevent other workers 21om coming to the aid 
of the stzxikers by casting calymnies on the Tongkiachun workers and falsely 
charging, them wi#h traitorous actions in favor of Japanese imperialisn. 
fhe Knominteng hopes in this way to protcces the interests of British capi- 
talists in the Kailan mine at the exnense of Cuinese workers. 

The Mayar strike at Shanghai is likewise a big scale striggle, details 
of which have been given in our previous issues.

Tiey proclaincd a strike once more against 
tne aotion of the police in interdicting empty riclchews to rvn on the 
street. They organised pickets esainst striice breakers. On April. 27 the po- 
iice was xsouted wren attenpting to interfere with the pickets, The strikers 
sutferod 30 casualtics.

There are numerous examples showing the growing indigiation of the pea- 
sentry in the KT territory over the imperielist~-Kia? Sth cempaign nov waged 
ageinst the Chinese Soviets. A host of such happenings have =wrept into the 
bourgeois press but by far the largest number has remained uur2ported. As is 
well known, the mass of the peasants near the Soviet territory has displayed 
more resentm2r:t and indignation against Chiang Kai-s.ek's Sih campaign in the 
interest of © .perialiam and native landlord-bourgeoisie. We may take Chekiang 
as an illustration. The province of Chekiang is now under completes domination 
of Chiang Kai-shek. On the other hand, berdering on the Soviet districts in 
Kiangsi, Chekiang is facing a serious situation characterised by pes:.ant re- 
volts here and there. In fact, many Soviets havc sz rung up in the frontier 
shiens (as in Kaihua, Kiangsan, etc) in the. process of partisen warfare. The 
expanding influence of the Soviets has no doubt placed the body of peasantry 
in a more bellicose mood against imperialism and KMT, At the same time, the

Apert from a reluctance teé.fight the red armies, the 
peasants have often given support, either materiak or immaterial, to the 4 
fighting force of the Soviets, a fact that has been confirmed everywhere and 
anywhere. No wonder the peasants in Chekiang refused to leg behind in prevent 2 
against the formation of the KL: doupeitei to be ed in the fight against 

the Soviets (3ee our previous issues on this point). 
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May Day in Shenkamen ; 

On May 1 a large scale rioting of the peasants (a revolt, if you please) 
took place in Shenkamen, a town located in Tinhaihsien, Chekiang province, The 
revolt involved several thousands of peasants including 600 surprisingly brave 
women. It was organised by the angry peasants against the compulsory formation 
of the EMT Houpeitei, particularly against the draft of young men for military 
service against the Soviets. First of all, the rioters turned against the train- 
ing office of the Houpeitei, smashed the quarters, attacked the police station, 
assaulted the policemen and soldiers, etc. The 600 women showed particular in-~ 
trepidity and unprecented heroism in the fight. They fought with a variety of 
dirty things (causing bad luck according to Chinese superstitious tradition) 
and weapons, They sprang directly upon the police without any fear. Some of 
their number even went so far as to take off their drawers and jump on the po- 
lice, hoping to cause greater bad luck to the policemen. 


Beedless to mention, the result of the free for all fight is not encouraging 


for the rioters in face of the superior force at the command of the enemy. The 
clash resulted in three deaths on the side of the women fighters and one death 
on the side of the police and military. The number of the wounded is yet un- 
OWBe 

To begin with, the peasants are quite tactical. Deprived of the right to 
assemble for political demonstrations, they decided to proceed with Chinese su- 
perstitions. instead of issuing a call fo: a revolt, they went about it quiet- 
ly but steadfastly. Under the signal of “welcoming Gods", a local tradition 
permitted and observed almost everywhere, several thousands of the peasants 
swarmed to Shenkamen on May Day. According to a pr:-arranged plan the crowd was 
immediately turned into an unwieldy throng flying at the throat of those hous- 
ed in the Houpeitei training quarters (the most hated thing). Then the fight 


Ba 


ensued and spread to all parts of the town, causing 211 mercharts to close their - 


doors to business. 

Then foliowed the suppression of the KMT. In the afternoon of May 1 the KM 
administrator, Chao Tsison, appeared on the scene witn more than 100 soldiers 
equipped with modern arms. In the proclamation posted he threatened to punish 
the ringleaders of the revolt and to drown Shenkamen in blood if the peasants 
remained reclacitrant. Just at thie moment the Tuhao came along with their of- 
fer to mediate between the peasants and the mili tary (to appease the angry 
masses). The Tuhao organised a committee to collect funds for the killed, giv- 
ing $200 to each of the three killed women but $400 to the policeman who ought 
to have been shot owing to his shootings. 

Imperialism and KMT can not place too mech confidence in the peasants of 
Chekiang as well as anywhere else to contribute their share towzrds the sup- 
pression of the Soviet revolution. On the contrary, the peasants have turned 
one after another against the KM?. The Shenkamen rjoting is being repeated in 
many other places.

THES INVINCIBLE ARMY OF WORKERS & PEASANTS 
: . Under Leadership of CPC 7

ORiginally, the red army has grown out of scattered partisan units. Its num- 
bers have increased by more than 1,000%. The lst, S$ rd, 5th, 7th, 9th, 12th 
corps of the red army are noted for their strong fighting strength. They re- 
present the best ubits in the central Soviet districts. It is not an exaggera- 
tion to give them the title of ironsides. They have become the ironsides for 
the fqllow'ng reasons. ‘ 

An the virst place, the red army grows out of the land revolution, It has 
gone through years of hard figthing. It has weathered the four Kf cempaigns 

gwift succession. Learning the rich experiences from actual fighting, turn- 
img it to advantage, the red army has, under the leadership of the best talent 
ed comsanderg, become an ever-victorious arny. 


In the second place, the red army is the armed force at the disposal of the 


workers and peasants. It is the armed force of the revolutionary masses. Apart 
from e emall number of political and military leaders and commanders, apart 
from the small number of military cadres who are revolutionary intelligentsia, 
the overwhelming majority of the red army consists of workers and peasants. 
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‘tne percentez2 of the workers enlisted in the red azuy is from 350, to 40;; and 
ig increasing from day to dar, Wore workers are placed in the positions of the 
leading cadres. and they are the best elements chosen from the workers. This 
fact assures the leadership of the workers in the red army. 

Vanguard of the Revolutionary Force 


Judging from the history of the fight of the red ermy in the central So- 
viet district the red forces have absolutely proved themselves the vanguard 
of the revolusionazy struggle for the emancipation of the masses. At the same 
time, unusual salonted military coaimanders such as Comradas ifow Tsetung, Chu 
teh, Pan Teh-wei, Chow Enlai, Lin Piao, etc, have gathered in Kiangsi, and 
contributes greatly towards the shattering of the Kim drives. 

Brave and eager for a fight agninst the enemy, the red soidicrs and infe- 
rior officers uve alweys reluctant to come back to the rear, mich less to 
spend the day: in the recr while fighting is going on uninterruptedly at the 
frons, Asked whether they are willing to get a rest in the rear, the scidiers 
and officers returned from the front will answer you in one voice: rather to 
work at the front. They take a great pleasure in shattering Chiang Kai-shek's 
5th campaign which will probably be the last. The ff officers and troops

We meg tase a recent example to show the iron discipline of the red army. 
Comrade Shiao Chin-kwan abandoned Lichuan hsien in violation of the instruc- 
tions from his superior officers and was, for this reason, sentenced to five 
years imprison::.ent. 
At the cuso time the systom of political departments in the red army is 
a sufficient sssurance for the party to maintain its ieadcership over the red 
army. 
The Military Technique 


The modern equipment of the red army is another factor in the increasing 
strength of the red forces. The red army is re-eouipped at the expense of the 
K4uT bencit troops. The automatic rifles, for instance, have riguied and are 
figuring large in the Sth campaign but this new weapon has, thanks to tne de- 
feats of Chiang Kei-shek, found its way into the hands .-of the red army. Now 
every unit of the red arry is adequately equipped with the automatic rifles. 
Even local red forces have automatic rifles in their possession. The gune, 
rifles, mines, ammunition, etc, turned out by the red arsenais are sufficient 
to meet the demands of the war. The arsenal in ‘lienchekiang can turn out new 
guns and new rifles. It has invented a new type of mine. There is a network 
of arsenels, although on a small scale, in the Soviet districts in Kiangsi. 

The party (CPC) and the revolutionery military council have devoted con- 
siderable attention to the improvement of the military technique in the red 
army. In this connection, preparations have been made to meet the large scale 
offensives from the KHT and also to anticipate the inevitable major wars with 
world imperialism, The red army university has come into existence imparting 
a thorough educztion on the newest stratgy. There are various classes: artil- 
lerz, infantry, ati-aircraft, defence against gas, etc. Books on the newest 
straisgy have been translated. The red star, organ of the army, appears re- 
gulaxiy, devotod to digcussions on new strategy. “ 

'™o militery structure of the red army hes undergone ameliorctions with a 
view to meeting the conditions of a major civil war. With the company at the 
potsom, the vertical organisation of the army passes through the battalion, 
regiment and division, with the corps at the top. And the arzy is stationed 
4n different ereas demarked for the purpose. But the red units act under the 
unified command of the military council. The military discipline has been 
tightened, leezership of the military council consolidated, contacts of the 
red army with “ie mosses improved. All this leacs to the increase in the fight-, 
ing strength of the red army. 

In the face of the heroic red armists Chiang Kai-shek's “turtle"™ policy 
has progressed exceedingly slow. Compared to the turtle which always shrinks 
his heed in, Chiang's native styled forts have accomplished little. In the view. 
view of Comrede Choe En-lai Chiang’s turtle would not go very far within 3 
yearst time. By the way, the term turtle originates. from Comrade Ccnor, signi- 
fying fenr on the part of Chiang to advance on the Soviets rapidly. 
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Above all olitical education widely developed has in the past contributed 
ea mich Sunaels the strengthening of the red armye Wide political education 
in the red army is made possible through the inauguration of the political de- 
partments within the army. Wide discussions have been developed on current 
questions of political imrnortance. The fight on two fronts has also been wid- 
ened against, for example, the Lomin line in the ary. Cultural and learning 
societies have been set up in the army, cultural level of the ranks and files 
raised, illiteracy liquidated, clubs formed, evening meetings held, mosquito 
papers and wall papers published, etc. Eren a breathing space at the front 
is fully utilized for learning and discussing strategy. Under such conditions 
the political levcl of the red army has been considerably raised. 

For the training of higher and middle cadres for the red army a red ar- 
my university is established with an attendance of 9,000 students. Many good 
cadres are called back from the front, to receive a higher military training 
and political education. Comrade Kung Ho-tsung, for instance, who has won 
many siznificant victories over the Ki bandits, is now studying in the red 
army university. The said university consists of six colleges, two for in- 
fantry, one for artillery, etc. 

Parallel t> the elevation of political education in the red army is the 
tightening of discipline vhich rests, unlike the discipline in other troops, 
on the class consciousness of the red fighters. The red soldiers consciously 
ebserve discipline without compulsion. In this respect, the five years sen~ 
tence passed on Comrace Shiao Chin-kwan (the supreme comuander of the 7th 
corps) is of vital significance to the discipline of the red army. 

Extension of Red Army 

The CeC end the Soviets have put forward the fighting slogan of "Extend 
the red army to one million", 2 slogan thet shall be realised at all costs 
in order to smash the 5th drive and crush the predatory imperialism. To this 
end a red army shock movement has been sct in motion and crowned with sweep- 
ing successes. The CPC, the league, the Soviets and all mass organisations 
have taken an active part in the general mobolization cf the masses for the 
expansion of the rei army. The masses have shown considerable militancy in 
the fulfillment of the task. Many localitics have forged considerably ahead 
ef the origins! plan (such as in Juikin, Sinkuo, etc). Some backward regions 
have made good at last. 

The red army itself, while fighting on the front, made use of every op- 
portunity available for the extension of the army. A good example is furnished 
ed by the 5 rd corps which recruited 1,000 new Pightors within a short space. 
At the second Soviet congress held last January the red fleg as a token of 
honor was ewarded to Juikin, Sinkuo and the 3rd corps in recognition of their 
meritorious services rendered in the enlistment campaign. The red army exe 
tension movement has been accomplished witnin a corparatively short period. 

Women played a big role in the recruitment of the new red fighters. Many 
enthusiastic women mobilised their own husbands or those of other women for 
the extension of the red army. AS a consequence, a wajority of the men in Sine 
kuo have gone to the front as red fighters. The dragsing at the tail, that 
is, pulling the hustands beck when they want to join the red ermy, has been . 
steadily on the wane as a result of the ficrce opposition rrom the more ad- 
vanced women. A very popular song entiltled "Farewell to the rea recruits" 
is always on the lips of the old and young, the male and the female. 

And preparations heave been made for a transition from the present system 
ef voluntary service to "draft". 

ifaterial Life of Red Fighters 


During the present course of a ruthless civil war the Soviets have set 
themselves the primary task of aysuring supplies to the red army and of as- 
suring the improvement in the material life of the red soldiers. Such a respes 
ponsibility devolves on the departments of finance and supplies in the central 
government. As the name implies, the supplies department under the military 
council attends to the business of providing all supplies to the red army. 

The central uniform factory turns out all the unifcrms and beddings for the 
red soldiers without interruption. The government has succesded in obtaining 
blankets for the red soldiers wno need them most, especialiy in winter. 

Moreover, the Soviet government has been trying to mobilise large masses 
to comfort the red fighters by giying material aids to them. Sanders are pre- 
sented to them, washing corps sent to the front for cleaning their clothes, 
etc, Preferential treatment is afforded to the red soldiers by requiring the 
cooperatives to sell cheap to the red armists, by transmitting mail for the 
red arriscts without postese, etc. Thus, in spite of the mammouth difficulties 
prevailing in the fovict Cistricts the matereil life of the red arnists has 
been scliorating steadily. ‘ 
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Preferential Treatment to Familics 


Going hand in hand with the amelioration of the material life of the red 

soldiers is the preferential treatment given to the families of those who 

.fight at the front in the interests of the toilers. une aid to such families 
has been organised on a mass basis. Long ago the Soviet government promulzgat- 

ed regulations on the said preferential treatment now strictly observed in the 
central Soviet districts. During the covrre of the enlistment campaign a vigor- 
ous mumpxign drive was organised for aiding the families of the red soldiers. 
This drive scored brilliant achievements. In Sinkuo where a majority of the men 
went to the front the field of the families of the red armists is well culti- 
vated with the aid from other people. The work in these families goes on quite 
orderly. Curious enough, the mayses mads more strenvous exertions and worked 

at faster speed in the aid to the families of the red escldiers. In Huitung Chu 
the families of the red recruits were worrying abovt the late crops not yet 
harvested, about the wodds not yet felled, but thanks to thé militancy of the 
masses all such work was-done within three days---at a quick pace than usual. 

Mention must be wade of the “Saturday" dedicated by functionaries of the 

CPC, the Soviets, the trade unions, to the aid of the families of the red sol- 
diers. The work has gone along this line fairly. Near the central bureeu I 
noticed a family of a red fighter cimsisting of two women oniy: the mother and 
young wife. To my surprise their field yielded good crons though they could not 
cultivate the land themselves. On every Saturday the workers of tne central bu- 
reau carried water and cut logs for the family. The red fighter now at the front 
could not »nerhaps know anything about the happiness »revelent in his smell home. 


The red ironsides are fighting confidently for the success of the Soviets 
on & national scale. The time is not distant wher the rea suldiors will merch 
directly on the capitai of the province, Kiangsi.

Pak NAPIONAL CURRBNCY CRISIS IW ITS «CUTE SThGE 


In the few months just past large cities of the country have been, 
one after another, dram into the wave of a currency crisis which, as 
. the end of the lunar year approaches, is increasing in sharpness, Of 
“—— weurse the erisis is bound tc come amid the steady decline of the HiT 
egenemy, partioularly of the village economy which is just being cmish~- 
e€ between the two faces of a vise, namely, imperialism and feudalism. 
The erisis finds its clearest expression in the orumble of the Chuan- 
twuan (money shops), the Yinhao (silver stores) and commercial houses 
carrying on mone transactions, in the freezing of credit, the runs 
on banks, she shortage of ready money, the rising of ex , etoe Bem 


= 


heave crebl.d the masses to view tem in their truc Jighé and more 2us82-y 
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from Suiyuan in the nurth to Swatow and Canton in the south hav3 
been adversely affected by the crisis. In spite of its aceumlation ri 
large stocks of silver money, Shanghai is facing & Cumreacy erigis, too, 
whieh is well reflected in the present tightening cf the money market. 
fll the banks here in Shanghai re to grant credit to the eommer—~ 
cial houses includiig the large ones (fer example, the Commercial Press, 
Lmt, which needs $800,000 cash but can not obtain it, etc). Reliable 
forecasts have been made that when the new lunar year comes nearly 

,00O shops large and small will be unable to reopen their doors for 

usiness, ‘he situation in Shanghai then is bad, too. 


Causes of the Crisis 


Just like in other countries, the crisis in China is developing on 
A local scale, directing its blows to the local commercial centres : 
through which the commodities of imperialism pass into the interior and 
native agricultural produce is shipped to the large ports (like 
Shanghai), thence to foreign lands, The native banks located in these 
centres usually finance the payments of the commodities exported or 
imported, They also issue notes for local circulation. But their re- 
serve is as a rule quite insufficient. When cash flows out in 1arge 
quantities to tae big ports to pay for tire unfavoreble balance of trade 
as is usually the case, the native banks not only Sece an enpty vault 
but can not ges enough credit te tide over the difficulty. 

The Chinese farmer produces for the market in practically the same 
wAy as those in the other counsries. He exchanges his products for 
those coming from outside, mostly imperialist goods, This :rocess_ was 
greatly hampered to his detriment in 1932, and the more so in 1933-6 
The reason lying at the bottom of it is that foreign wares such 4s 
the rice of Saigon, tie wheat of Australia, Canade and USA, ete, have 
flooded the country driving native produce out of the market while 
native products like silk, tea, eggs, hides, etc, heve been unadke. 
to find a market in foreign countries in consequence of the world cri~ 
sis as well as of the raising of duties by foreign governments, The ad~ 
verse balance of trade against the Chinese villege is so heavy that the 
native banks in the local commercial centers have to pay out cash in 
large quantities, leavirg very little in its own vaults, Needless to 
say, these native banks act as ageneies for the payment of goods ex- 
changed between the village and the imperialist merchants. The fact, 
set above, is the fundamental reason behind the currency crisis now 
sweeping over the country. ; 


The second cause lies in the fact that the different fractions of 
the KMT governments squeezed much harder than before in order to rur~ 
chase arms and ammunitions from foreign eountries. For this purpose, 
they need cash or bank notes of the foreign banks, refusing to accept 
as taxes the paper money issued by native banks or commercial houses, 
In our privioys issues we repeatedly referred to the auguentation of 
the land tax in Kiangsu by 400% since the advent of the au? power. 
This exorbitant tax swallowed all the income of the farmer. along with 
the increase of the land tax the iu? raised in December last uther 
levies such as the matches, tobacco, salt taxes, etc. fhe Kuf milita~ 
rists and politicians collected these increased taxes und shipped the 
proceeds to the treaty ports (so~called because opened to foreign trade 
by treaty) for the chase of ammunitions (to be used for the war 
against the reds and Soviets, or militarist wars) or luxuries or for 
land speculation in the fareign concessions, thus causing an acute 
shortage of money in the village or the towns‘and cities near~by. The 


tax bureaus in Kwangtung frowned on the native benk—notes and refused © 
to aeeept them for the payment of taxes. They preferred the notes is~ 
sued by the banks in Hong Kong. This fact added fuel to the currency 
erisis already developing at an accelerated pace.

The IQff is very »lcased in agree- 
ing to the British plan, provided encugh help financial .r military ccmes 
from London in order to crush the Szechuan Soviets which ere now intrenched 
in a territory of more than 10 Hsien. 


; Briefly ste«ted, the British plan of colcnizing Szechuan consists 
ef first of all in establishing its economic domination in that Chinese pro- 
vince thrcugh the formation of a powerful corporation 5:1: the lines of the 
zest India Company which, it shall be recalled, plaved the decisive role in 
converting India into a British colony. That corporation has already come

The Kuoiintans boncit army is en- 
tirely demoralized before the onslaught of the victorious red army. As 4 
result, the 12T eastern front (i:eaning Pulcien) collapsed to the consterna- 
tion of the inperialists who, as reported in our last issue, hurried war- 
shins to Poochoy menaced by the approachin:; red arny. 


She debacle of the 7 in Tulsien servesoh fresh izpetus to nore capi- 
tulation of iizatting to Japanese imperialisn. The 2T bandit chief, Chiang 
Unieshek, now hastily calls a conference attended by Vianz, Chin-wei (a left- 
ist of the Kuomintang), prime iinister; Kueng Pu, chief of the Peipinzg; po- 
Litiesl council; ond a number of cther high »ersonages of the Kuoninteang 
who are vell versed in the art of handing over China to Janenese imperial- 
ism. In cvarters ehose to ianking officialdom it is said that the coniter- 
ence scheéuled at Muling (a suxmmer resort for inpericlists and representa-

Chinese territory and economic rights to Japonese inperialism. 


The cowrtry as a whole is unusually indismant over further betrayal of 
the Suonintenz; and rallies to the call of the national council of the Chi- 
nese people in a war against Japan. All traitors of the Chinese nation from 
Chicne “aieshek dovm ward have but a short life to live if the armed self 
defence movexent forges ahead at the present speed. 
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Shinese tcilers both in Nuvo:tintans Chine and Soviet Chine observed 
Ausust I tis year arounc a slozan that has stunendous significance for 
Chine. es well as for the whole world. This year Chinese toilers ineusu- 
rated an unprecedented liberation riovenent on August 1, a movement that 
is cesicsgned evidently to renulse further attacks from imperialism, es- 
pecially from Jananese m-.pereilisn.

‘lorpkers in Soviet China are leading a life. never dreant of in other 
arts of the country thnaks to the protection of the Soviet goverment 
set up by the vorkers themselves. “ith the rigid enforcement of labour 
lew by the Poviet sovermnent considerable betterment in the lot of the 
vrorking masses lms becone a reality. The eight hour law, the social insu- 
renee, the increase in bay (e.g-, rise from $2.00 to 220.00 a nonth in 
Pingchnory, Pultien}), the collective barzaining, etc, are all conducive to 
the exelioration. In every case the Soviet soverxx.cnt and trade unions 
cone to the id of the workers in a cowiter-attacl azainst the offensive 
of cavital such as wage-cut, iil-trea ment, ete. Joman-vworker is placed 
on an absolutely equal footing with men. Her life hes likewise improved. 
Durins uy visit to the central printing office a wonen worker vas obsery= 
ca in the act of feeding her one year old baby vrith milk, such feeding re- i 
seated severzl times a day, all with pay.

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MNrin, to the fact that the vort:ers thenselves run the covermient, the 
Le earners in Soviet China are placed in a privileged position,: enjoy- 
Loc such privileges as freedom of strike asainst capital with the protec— 
ttton of the soviet government, etc. The workers organised their ovm unions 
sith alarce membership. “orkers employed in the state enterprises have 
sln:ost joined the unions in a body as in the state printing office. In e~ 
very factory there cre vorkers' clubs, Leninist rooms, ball fields, wall 
saners, illustrated papers, etc. “orkers may, of course, hola meetings from 
time to tine, aided sonetines by the Govermient vho has in the vast giv-

The Commissions 


To facilitate the workings of the rural Soviets a variety of commissions 
have been organised.

Seme 20 candidatee were 
uncer fire in the wall papers -sn the cround that they were selfish and in- 
active, paying n2 attention te the intersts of the masses. Critical sengs 
were compesed, including three which cemplained ef the unsatisfactery selu-~ 
tion threugh the Seviets ef certain issues cennected with the paper industry.

The sverne- 
ments in Hunan and elsewhere are ready to ceslect the lard tax of 1935 right 
niw alagedly for the prupose ef setting enough money for d-eught relief. 


The bonds alreaidy issued were offered te the Shan hai banters as securi- 
ty fcr an emergency loan (3€0/g of the face value ef the bends). Here eier- 
geacy ‘Ices not mean umediate usé of the lean fer the starving people hat tv 
drsught ani floods. It means that by this loan the KIT wants te save its 
disintegrating political and military wachine in face of the offensive of 
the Scviets ani the crowing struggle of the teilers, mostly of the peasant 
class as a consequence of the severest ‘irought.

All these factors heve olayed their part in 
the 'sanisierung' of Soviet finances. 


Of course cormerce ond finance, like all oti:er breuches of national 
economy, are wotters fallin; within the jvrisdiction of the denvartrient of 
ne.tional economy nevly set up under the people's council. The devcrtient 
meltes a study of the problems connected therevith and eleborates the plans 
for develow-ont. 

Soviet Communications

nore efficiency than the 7 system which is ceu,ht in corruntion and in- 
erficiener,. In spite of the lack of plenes, locomotives cnd steamboats the 
Sovict mail system has fair progress, linti;n: the central Cistricts trith o- 
ther re tons lying far away, rezions that have been cut off by the XT ban-~ 
dit troovs, In certain localities nail traffic has been restored :ith the 
%T controlled districts. Express delivery is »romptly effected vithin a 
short sn2cc or tine. , ; 


“Lreless cormswmiientions, thou,h still confined to military use, hrve 
nade lon: strides. The televhone service covers a wide area. Long distance 
telephone 1s also in operation. “he construction of hichways connecting 
the urben end rural districts, bvilding up wide roads (notor roads) on 
narro* veths, is snother achievenent of the Soviets in the field of commu- 
nications. “tundreds of mmtomcemmbs riles of motor roads have been complet- 
ed under tie Soviet building pro;rame. Yet more aid far more are to be 
built up vnier the direction of the commisairiat of internal affairs.

The Soviets have, it shall be recalled, proclaimed freedom 
of trade within its borders but this very proclamation implieé a certain 
measure of re;;izientation on the part of the Soviet Sovernnent: on lines 
designed to strengthen the position of the ~overnnent vis-a-vis private 
traders, esvecially the vrofiteers, 


Trace !.ore Under Control 


In the present situation the sovercx.ent takes a hend in the develop- 
ment of trade with the outside -world. “ith this end in viet the Sovern— 
went has established the foreign trade bureau helping by all weans the 
“erchants en: ased in trode vith “'on-Soviet re-ions. Blows cre thus direct~ 
cad a cinst the econmic embarzo of the enemy, It 2ccounts for the conclu- 
sion of en azreement with the defunct neople's governmnent in Fukien res~ 
pecting trede which was considered one of the main points in the anti-Ja~ 
2a ese and anti-Chinag Kai-shek concordat. 


Poreizn trade, if ell developed along lines decided on by the sovern~ 
ent, mey certcinly have obviated the difficulties standin; in the vay 
of the people's livelihood. At the same time the covernzent has defined 
the freeior. of trade by clear-cut lecislation vith 2 vier to further ez- 
pansion of cors:erce. But restrictions are imposed con the manipulation and 
exploitation of the wiserusulous nercticnts and ‘wlels. 


Under suci: conditions commerce in -eneral has been on the upsrade nove- 
sent, eve on a higher level than the pre-revolutionary period, to the

Nev Factors in the Crisis 
New factors are vorking for the further deepening of the crisis. They 
assist imperialist cconomic arpresrions in China. In the tirst place, the 
steady rise in the valve of silver is a ereat aid to imocrialist dumping in 
China to the detriment of Chinese rrtional goods. Chine is a silver country 
and, for this very reasén, clorely related to t'e rise or fall in the price 
of silver, Owing to te low rrice of silver >efore 1932 Chinese industry and 
trade could meintain temselves in a somewhat atabdle position because the 
price level remained rrther high. But sinee the suspension of the gold stan~ 
Gard by Japan, England and US (which take up 50% of the total foreign rade 
of China) Chinese price level steadily declines, ihe aserican dollar in.

To place a check on this rising struggle -ne KMT called for the despatch 
of one full division from Nanking. Comaanded by du Chung-lan, a reliable 
general of Chiang Kai-shek and stationed in the south of the province, this 
division serves as the headquarters of the fascist thugs who aid ir the 
suppression of the mass struggle. 

ABide irom spasmodic struggles among the, workers in the cities, the

2/3 of the minern are natives, the senaindes coming from the neighboring 
provinces. Owing to low wages, wase cut, lockout, etc, the workers are always 
onx the starvation linc. They eat the worat food and live in caves. When you 
enter the worker's house, you cee but cl] darknesas---dark cloth2s, dark beucings 
dark hearth, dark men, etc. All titis is due the dark heart of the capitalist. 

The internal workers, sbo1%, 1,200, Girectl. paid by the management, earn 
$8 to $20 a month, hence in a better pos*vion as compared with the external 
workers who receive their wazes from the contractors varying from °O to 40 


cents a day. Thye get no pay wnem thoy Gont wort, They work every two or three 
days.

The external worktgergs demand abolition of the coxtractor system, direct puy- 
ment from the management, loan in money or noodle without interest, ride on 
lifts down or up Chee shafts. 

In the south each contractor controls some 160 workers and is, for tnis rew 
gon, called the diay contractor. In the north there is no big contractor, ech 
* controlling 4 to 109 workers. 


Yorkers Organisations 


800 workers “in the south are organised ir the red unions. In the north ‘ine 
there are the bYue and red organisations (sanster). The strongest are the “ung . 
Hsiang Hui (un‘jon of men from the same birth place) from the workers coming 
from outside. me yellow unions have declined considerably in influence es a 
result of thegir vet rayals. 

Last dar-.oh 400 workers (internal) demanded pay in full, a demand was sup- 
ported by t+. advanced as well as the backward workers. And the workers were 
firmly reteojved to carry out the demands. But the yellow unions tried to stop 
ene pe break of the struggle by intimidation and deception.

THE wAYAR VORLERS SURNOUNDED ab WUNICILAL GOVEI..ENP

Imperialism and »k7 heve been very busy with the arrest of tie workers 
leaders of the kayar silk mill at Shanghai (See our iest issue). Up to last 
week more than 50 leaders were thrown into prisons. fhe 4,000 workers, how- 
ever, persisted in the strike for 6 weeks already. Under the leadership of 
the rc. they refused to accept all reconciliation and arbitration offered vy 
KMT,. contractors, yellow unions, bourgeois journalists, lawyers, etc. They 
deaided: to po at to the last for the interests of the workers. Other workers, 
toileys and students in Shanghai have given aid to them. Workers of 15 silk 
mills have declared a sympathetic strike, likely to result in a general tie- 
up for the. silk enterprises as a whole. én April 12 the garrison commandcr of 

ai, therefore, proclaimed an order checighae J forbiding strikes and sab-— 
otage, The fascist hangmen busied themselves with the arrest of workers lcad- 
ers, thus trying to wreck te strike. But the scrikers refused to yield, 
Besieged the Municinal Gov't 

Under the guidance of the strike committee 4,000 workers of’ the Mayvar 
Silk mill called a strike on March 9 arainst the 20% wage cut, Being mostly 
women, they nevertheless orrakized agitation and messenger corps, pickets, 
ete bighting for the interests of the working class. Rel:sing on the strength 
of the masses, they snatched from tre hands of tre police their leaders and 
fellow workers serving on the strike committee: They demonstraicd against the 
threat of the capitalists to their delegates. They fought against police men 
for an hour and suffered 100 casualty. 

On April 10, the date set for arbitration in‘tae bureau of social affairs, 
workers went there in small bands after dinfer. Biey desired to aid their do- 
legates in the arbitration but resolved net to yield on any of their denands, 
By and by the crow reached 2,000, and demonstrated. In race of the police anda 
troop charge they refused to retreat. Cold and rain rather encouraged the 
Workers who would not yield at all. In the evening the crowd was reenrorced 
by workers from other quarters, and received bread from them. Functionaries 
of the municipal government were shut in, 

In spite of drissling rain and severe cold the workers refused to leavc 
the municipal government and spent the night by standing and waiting. One so- 
man worker fainted and bore a child on the very spot. The day following, 5CO 
soldiers were rushed to the scene. At 10 o'clock hey opened fire on the be—- 
sieging crowd resulting in the killing one wounding of dosens,

marxet in Manchuria and North China os well as elsewhere. “he sei.ling price 
of the Japanese yarn is always lower tian the Chinese vy vore vhau ven dol—- 
lars, And this fact causes a furtaer slump in the yrice of yarn. ..ere in 
Shanghai the yarn of 20 counts sells at 3176 in Jamary or $28 below the 
price in the corresponding period last year. iow it declines to 4163.70, the 
lowest level touched since 1911, 

fhe low price of the yarn is, however, accompanied by stagnation, a com. 
dition much worse than last year.- according to the report af the Chinese 
Textile association at Hankow the Japanese control 80% of the yarn market 
and 90;: of the cloth market. Oppressed by the Japanese, -the cotton mills in 
Shanghai are not able, it is reported, to pay back $120,000,000 to the banks 
yaich have advanced the money a8 a loan, At a conference on April 13 the cot 
ton mills in Shanghai decided to curtail production beginning from pay 1. 

On account of labour day fall on Kay 1, the curtailment was postponed to 
June 1. it shall be remembered that from April 20, 1933, the cotton mills 
in Sh have eut production 23%, The S-engai bourgeois press rezor:- 
ed the flight of the cotton mili » Yin Cmn-chin, to iong Kong in order 
to avoid the pressure of his creditors.

Piret of all contraccs and 
agreements on regular increase of wages, homs and other allowances werc 
cancelled as in the case of railroads, cotton mills ger ef munici- 
pal workers, etc. (he sase is irne with weekly holidays and double pay for 
extre work as, e.g., reilway, vrinting, ecco. Wages were ;enerally re- 
duced and work incensified. {n cotton ills working hours were mostly 
lcuthened but wages slashed by 30%, In Paochen cotton mills of fientsin 
the 3 shift sysvem was changed into day and night shifcs, thus increas-— 
ing the work of the two shift labourers while wages were cut by 20-30%. 
Workers were compelled to take up cne meals (board) provided by tne fac— 
tory or the roreman who deducted without consulting the boarders the 
erage directly from the wages. Usurious loams were forced on the work~ 
ers, too. 

2) General Worsening of ‘reatment. Punishsent was more common and 
severe, freedom to talk and to go to the toilet during working hours 
more restricted, consolatién fund and medical care abolished, free coal 
tickets (‘The ‘ungshan mines) and uniforae (communication and municipel 
workers ) withdrawn, protection and safety devices eliminated resulting 
in more freqvent accidents in mince end chemical works (In Chiaotso minc 
at Men Tu Koo casvaltics from explosions or collanse oeqvrred every day) 
Still worse was tho creatment for fcwele end young workers. Apprentices 
working up to full terma were “enicd the position of a full-fledged 
crafteman or artisan.

In view of the sharp opposition of the Soviet Power to the countcr-revo- 
lutionary regime of the Kuomintang at Nanking oll imperialism, particularly 
the Japanese, has pushed with redoubled energy the work of disnembcring 
China and repredtsing the Chinese revolution. On the part of the Kuomintang , 
it has adopted in face of such imperialist agression e consistent policy of 
surrender in order to save the shaking landlord—-hourgeoisic rule from col- 
lapse. In spize of #11 the crnel methods emploved to attack the Soviet dis- 
tricts in Kiangsi (massacre on mass scale, »ombing by plarcs, cic.) Celene 
Kai-shek with his 500,0CC crack troons has friled to make cny progress out, 
on the contrary, suffered losses and defeats.

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fab KaPIOWAL CURRENCY CRISIS IN ITS .CUTE STAGE 


In the few months just past large cities of the country have been, 
one after another, drawn into the wave of a currency crisis which, as 
the end of the lunar year approaches, is increasing in sharpness. Of 
course the erisis is bound tu cume amid the steady decline of the KMT 
ecenemy, particularly of the village economy which is just being crush- 
ea between the two faces of a vise, namely, imperialism and feudalism, 
The crisis finds its clearest expression in the crumble of the Chuan— 
twuan (money ghops), the Yinhau (silver stores) and commercial houses 
carrying on monetary transactions, in the freezing of credit, the runs 


banks, the shortage of ready money, the rising of exchange, etc. Bx~ 
Oept Bhanghai_and-Tientein, a _saderdiy of the-cosmertial oontres 


from Suiyuan in the nurth to Swatow and Canton in the south havs 
been saversaly affected by the orisis. In apive of its acwumletion of 
large stocks of silver money, Shanghai is Pacing & AMMGAcy crisis, too, 
whieh is well reflected in the present tigate: Cf the money market. 
All tne banks here in Shanghai t> grant it to the eommer~ — 
_¢@ial houses includi.g the Large ones example, the Commercial Pree 5, 
Lmt, which needs $800,000 cash but can not obtain it, etc). Reliable 
forecasts have been mate that when the new lunar year comes nearly 

,000 shops large and small will be unable to reopen their doors ror 
usiness, he situation in Shanghai then is bad, too. 


Causes of the Crisis 


Just like in other countries, she crisis in China is developiné on 
mn local scale, dirccting its blows to the local commercial centres 
through which the commodities of imperialism pass ints the interior and 
native agricultural produce is shipned to the large ports (like 
Shanghai), thence to foreign lands, The native sanks located im. Vheas 
centres usually finunce the raymexts of the commodities exported or 
imported, They also issue notes for local circulation. But their re 
serve is as a rule quite insufficient, When cash flows out in laree 
quantities to tue blg ports to pay for the uniuvoreble balance of trade 
as is usually the case, the native banks not only Tuce en enpty vault 
but can not ges enough credit te tide over the difficuis, 

The Chinese farmer produces for the merket in practically the enme 
way a8 those in the other councries. de exchanges his priducts for 
those coming from outside, mostly imperialist goods, this process was 
greatly nampered to his detriment in 1932, and the mcre so in 1933. 

The reason lying at the botcom of it is that ficreign ware such es 

toe rice cf Saigon, the wheat of Australia, Canade end UL., eto, sve 
flooded the country driving native produce out of the murket whilé 
native products like silk, tea, eggs, hides, etc, heve been unabke 

to find a market in foreign countries in consequence of the world es'i~ 
sis as well as of «‘s raising of duties by foreign goverruents. TM.e ad~ 
verse balance of trade against the Chinese villere is so heavy that tac 
native banks in the local commercial centers have to pay cvt cash +2 
large quentities, leavirg very little in its own vaulis. Needless to 
acy, these native banks act as ageneies for the payment of giods ex~ 
chansed between the village and the imperialist merchants, The fac , &S 
set above, is the fundamental reason nehind the currency cvisis nor 
eweezing over the country, 


The second cause lies in the fact that the different fractions cf 
the KMT governments squeezed much harder than before in order to sur 
chase arms and ammunitions from foreign countries, For this purpvse, 
they need cash or bank notes of the foreign banks, refusing to aocept 
as taxes the paper money issued by native banks or commercial houses. 
In our privioys issues we repeatedly referred to the augmentation © 
the land tax in Kiangeu by 400% since the advent of the auT powes'. 
This excrbitant tax swallowed all the income of the farmer, along with 
the inorease of the land tax the xu? raised in December last uther 
levies such as the watches, tobacco, salt taxes, etc, fhe KwT mizita~ 
rists and politicians collected these increased taxes and shipped the 

proceeds tc the treaty ports (so~called because‘opened to foreign trade 
by treaty) for the purchase of ammunitions (to be used for the war 
ageinst the reds and Soviets, or militarist wars) or luxuries or for 
land speculation in the fareiun concessions, thus causing an acute 
shortage of money in the village or the towns and cities near~by. The 
tax bureaus in Kwangtung frowned on the native bank-notes and refused 
to aneept them for the payment of taxes, They preferred the notes i8- 
sued by the banks in Hong Kong, This fact added fuel to “ne currency 
crisis already developing at an accelerated pace,

There are numerous examples showing the growing indignation of the pea- 
santry in the Kl territory over the imperialist-KM? 5th campaign now waged ! 
against the Chinese Soviets. A host of such nappenings have crept into the 
bourgeois prees but by fer the largest number has remained unreported. As is 
well known, the mass of the peasants near the Soviet territory has displayed 
more resentment and indignation against Chiang Kai~-shek's 5th campaign in tre 
interest of imperialism and native landlord-bourgeoisie. We may take Chekiang 
es an illustration. The province cf Chekiang is now under complete domination 
of Chiang Kai-shek. On the other hand, bordering on the Soviet districts in 
Kiangei, Chekiang is facing a serious situation characterised by peasant re- 
volts here and there. In fact, many Soviets have sprung up in the frontier 
shiene (as in Kaihua, Kiangean, etc) in the process of partisan warfare. The 
expending influence of the Soviets has no doubt placed the body of peasantry 
im a more beliicose mood against imperialism and KMT, At the same time, the 
ruthless measures adopted by the Kill to cope with the revolts of the peasants 
have stirred the persants to more indignation and greater determination which 
at present find unmistakable expression in the peasants’ riotings, assaults, 
clash with the police and military, etc. Indeed, P#iotings have become the 
prineipal form of the peasant's resitence to the KE in the present period. 


Besides securing great achievements in the initial stage, the red army has 
created conditions favorable to the final shattering qf the 5th campaign or- 
gahiced by the Kf with direct help from internationa}’imperialien. The Ki 
hangmen, feeling helpless, have not yet given their plan of crusiting 
the Soviets which have proved in deed invincible.

Judging from the history of the fight of the red army in the central So- 
viet district the red forces have absolutely proved themselves the vanguard 
of the revolutionary struggle for the emancipation of the masses. At the same 
time, unusual talented military co.ssanders such as Comrades ibv Tsetung, Chu 
teh, Pan Teh-wei, Chow Enlai, Lin Piao, etc, have gathered in Kiangsi, and 
contributed greatly towards the shattering of the [GZ drives. 

Brave and eager for a fight against the enewy, the red soldiers and infe 
rior officers are always reluctant to come back to the “ear, mch less to 
spend the days in the rear while fighting is going on uninterruptedly at the 
front. Asked whether they are willing to cet. a rest in the rear, the soldiers 
and officers returned from. the front. will anewer you in one voice: rather to 
work at the front. They take a great pleasure in shattering Uhiang Kei-shek's 
5th campaign which will probably de the last. The K.JT officers end troops 
always tremble when facing the red ‘fighters.. 

There is another factor oot ive to the atrangth of the red army. It is the 
3olshevist leadership of the t considerably strengthens the red arny. 
Yes, the commnists are inereasing in numbers in the red army. In some cases 
the coummnists are in the aajority---in the nei rhood of 50-603. The lead- 
ing cadres of the red army are commnists transferred from the party or league 
or trade unions. They are the best commaists. They serve as models to the 
ranks and files. The correct leadership of the party and strict observance | 
of discipline have enabled the party to enlarge its prestige and authority 
within the red arsy. 

We may take a recent example to show the iron discipline of the red army. 
Comrade Shiao Chin-kwan abandoned Lichuan hsien in violation of the instruo- 
tioms from his superior officers and was, for this reason, sentenced to five 
years imprisonment.

The automatic rifles, for ins » have figured and are 
f large in the Sth but this new weapon has, thanks to the de- 
feats of Chiang Kai-shek, found its inte the hands .of the red arsay. Now 
every unit of the red arsy is t equipped with the automatic rifles. 
Bren local red forces have aut fe rifles in their possession. The guns, 
rifles, sines, asainition, etc, turned out by the red arsenals are sufficient 
to meet the demands of the war. The arsenal in -lienchekiang can turn out new 
guns and new rifles. It has invented a new of mine. There is a network 
of arsenals, although om a small scale, in Soviet districts in Kiangsi. 

The party (CPC) and the revelutionary military council have devoted con- 
picsrable attentiow te the imprevement of the military technique in the red 
army. In this connectioca, fons have been made to meet the large scale 
offensives from the KM? and alse to anticipate the inevitable major wars with 
world imperiaiiem, The red army university has come into existence imparting 
& thoro education on the newest stratgy. There are various classes: artil- 
lerv, infantry, ahti-aircraft, defence gas, etc. Beoks on the newest 
strategy have been translated.

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Above all, political education widely developed has in the past contributes 
e& mich towards the strengthening of the red army. Wide political education 
in the red army is made possible through the inauguration of the political de- 
partments within the arny. Wide discussions have been developed on current 
questions of political importance. The fight on two fronts has also been wid- 
ened egainst, for example, the Lomin line in the army. Cultural and learning 
societies have been set up in the army, cultural level of the ranks and files 
raised, illiteracy liquidated, clubs formed, evening meetings held, mosquito 
papers and wall papers published, etc. Even a breathing space at the front 
is fully utilized for learning and discussing strategy. Under such conditions 
the political level of the red army has been consicerably raised. 

For the training of higher and middle cadres for the red army a red ar- 
my university is established with an attendance of 9,000 students. Many good 
cadres are called back froma the front, to receive a higher military training 
and political education, Comrade Kung Ho-tsung, for instance, who has wofi 
many significant victories over the Kit bandits, is now studying in the red 
army university. The said university cousists of six colleges, two for in- 
fantry, one for artillery, sic. 

Parallel to the elevation of political education in the red army is the 
tightening of discipline which rests, unlike the @iscipline in other troops, 
on the class consciousness of the red fighters. The red soldiers consciously 
observe dissiplinc without compulsion. In this respect, the five years sen- 
tence passes on Comrade Shiao Chin-xwan (the supreme comuander of the 7th 
corps) is of vital significance to the discipline of the red army. 

Extension of Red Army 


The CrC and the Soviets have put forward the fighting slogan of “Extend 
the red army to one million", a slogan that shall be realised at all costs 
in order to smash the 5th drive and crush the predatory imperialism. To this 
end a red army shock movement has been set in motion and crowned with sweepe- 
ing successes. The CPC, the leagve, the Soviets and all mass organisations 
have taken an active part in the general mobolization of the masses for the 
expansion of the ied army. The masses have chown considerable militancy in 
the fulfillment or the tuck. Many localities hare forged considerably ahead 
of the original plan (such as in Juikin, Sinkuo, etc). Some backward regions 
have made good at lust. 

The rec army itself, while fighting on the front, made use of every op- 
portunity available for the extension of the army. A good example is furnished 
ed by the 3 rd corps which recruited 1,000 new fighters within a short space. 
At the second Soviet congress held jast January the red flag as a token of 
honor was awarded to Juikin, Sinkuo and the 3rd corps in recognition of their 
meritorious services rendered in the enlistment campaign. The red army exe 
tension movement has been accomplished within a comparatively short period. 

Women played a big role in the recruitment of the new red fighters.. Many 
enthusiastic women mobilized their own husbands or those of other women for 
the extension of the red army. As a consequence, a majority of the men in Bin- 
kno have gone to the front as red fighters. The dragging at the taii, that 
is, pulling the husbands back when they want to join the red ersy, has been 
steadily on the wane a8 a result of the fierce opposition from the more ade 
vanced women. A very popular song entiltled "Farewell to the red recruits" 
is always on the lips of the old and young, the male and the famate. 

And preparations have been made for a transition from the present system 
of voluntary service to “draft",

Material Life of Red Fighters 


During the present course of a ruthless civil war the Soviets have set 
themselves the primary task of assuring supplies to the red army and of as- 
euring the improvement in the material life of the red soldiers. Such a respen 
peneibility devolves on the departments of finance and supplies in the cestyal 
government. As the name implies, the supplies department under the military 
eouncil attends to the business of providing all supplies to the red arsy. 

The central uniform factory turns out all the uniforms and beddings for the 
Pred soldiers without interruption. The government has. succeeded in obtaining 
Blankets for the red soldiers who need them most, especially in winter. 

Moreover, the Soviet govermeent has been trying to mobilise large masses 
to comfort the red fighters by giving material aids to them. Sanders are pre- 
sented to them, washing corps sent to the front for cleaning their clothes, 
©. Preferential treatment is afforded to the red soldiers by requiring the 
ives to sell cheap to the red armists, by transmitting mail for the 
t postage, eto. Thus, in spite of the mammouth. difficulties 
et districts the materail life of the red armists has

Going hand in hand with the amelioration of the material life of the red 
eoldiers is ti: preferential treatment given to the families of those who 
fight at the front in the interests of the toilers. The aid to such families 
has been organised on a mass basis. Iong ago the Soviet government promlgat- 
e4 regulations on the said preferential treatment now strictly observed in the | 
central Soviet districts. During the course of the enlistment campaign a vigor- 
ous drive was organised for aid. the families of the red soldiers. 
This drive scored brilliant achievements. Sinkuo where a majority of the men 
went to the front the field of the families of the red armists is well culti- 
vated with the aid from other people. The work in these families goes on quite 
orderly. Curious enough, the masses made more strenuous exertions and worked 
At fester speed in the aid to the families of the red soldiers. In Hagteng Chu 
the families of the red recruits were worrying about the late crops avt yet 
harvested, about the wodds not yet felled, but thanks to the militanuy of the 
masses all such work was done within three days---at a quick pace than usual. 

Mention met be mege of the “Saturday" dedicatg by functionaries of the 
Qc, the Soviets, the trade unions, to the aid of families of the red sol- 
diers. The work has gone along this line fairly. Near the central bureeu I 
moticed a family of a red fighter cimsisting of two women only: the mother and 
DA wife, To my surprise their field yielded good crops though they could not 
eultivate the land themselves. On every Saturday the workers of the ceniral bu- 
reau carried water and cut logs for the family. The red fighter now at the front 
could not »erhaps know anything about the happiness prevalent in his smell home. 


The red ironsides are fighting confidently for the success of the Soviets 
on a national scale. The time is not distant when the red soldiers will march 
directly on the capital of the province, Kiangsi. 


MAY DAY IN CHINA 


This year the May Day in China presents two different pictures. In Soviet 
Canina millions of the toilers participated in tr “ssorstrations in celebra~ 
tion of the success of the Soviets (that is, thei: own success) whereas in Ki 
Caine assembly wos absolutely interdicted to the working class. On May 1 Chi- 
nese authorities practically proclaimed martial law everywhere especially in 
the leading cities, particularly in Shanghai where discontentment has deen in- 
creasing from day to day among the working population owing to swelling unem- 
ployment. Here im Ghanghai the imperialist and Kit cooperated in suppressing 
any outbursts from the workers. Detectives, policemen and officers in the Ino 
ternational Settlemt, the French Concession and Greater Shanghai (Chinese) 
g0t quite buay on the whole day, searching pedestrains, arresting suspects, 
etc. Partiqular attention was turned to the industrial districts.

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THE PRESENT SOVIETS IN CHINA 


The present territory of the Soviet Republic of China is scattered over the 
whole country but the Soviet districts in Kiengsi are considered the most in- 
portant and hence called the central Cvviet districts serving as models to o-~ 
thers. The Soviets in Kiangsi leave behind rather a long history in the Soviet 
movement of China. Not only that, they are comparatively more developed. The 
central government of Soviet China has its base in Kiangsi. The supreme organ 
of the whole revolutionary movement in China, that is, the CPC and the Soviet 
government, are located here. Leaders of the revolution are concentrated here. 
No doubt the red capital, Juikin, has become the centre of the Chinese revoli- 
tionary movement.

China, the pillar of the Chinese national revolution and the bulwark around 
which the enti-imperiolist struggles in the coloniol and semi-colonial countries 
in the Far East", to quote from the editorial of the Commnist International. 

Needless to say, the central government of Soviet China is the only organise 
and leeder of the Chinese revolution, The central Soviet districts have in the 
past omassed large valuable experiences. If one wento to understand the Soviet 
movement in Chine he better go to the central Soviet districts, studying its

A wide mays movemeiut im Kiangsi has been on fvot against opportunism, bu- 
reaucratism and corruption, Sponsored by the central Soviet government down to 
the village and towns, this movement has absorbed large masses and achieved 
great successes, It has thvown out the class elien elenerits, counterrevolutione 
ries and currupt elements. On the other hand, through these ruthless struggles 


firm and unwavering worker and peasant cadres were educated, treined and pro- 
moted to the ciffercnt posts in the Soviet government, thus consolidating the 
organisation of the Soviets, increasing its efficiency, raising the presitge and 
authority of the Soviets among the masses. 

In the village ane city Soviets many forms of leadership and organisation 
have been adopted resulting in the expansion of the work of the Soviets and the 
extension of Soviet democracy, Under the village and city Soviets many commit- 
tees are set up, each in charge of a particular part of the Soviet work. There 
is, for instance, 2 committee ci: the extension of red arny, another on the sale 
of governmenta: bonds, etc, in the Trankang village just mentioned there ore cs 
many as £0 committces to puch the ..cvk of the Soviets, These committes though 
numerous in mevver ere really ot work, They are entirely cifferent from the 
bureaucratic committees which chips oniy on paper and do not carry on any work 
whatsoever, They draw large masses imto the control of the governmental appa- 
ratus. They raise their education and their ability to work, Besides, there is 
the delegate syspem under which one delegate is made responsible for other col- 
leagues, all chosen from the same villeage, This chief delegate, if you please, 
is placed in direct connection with the Boviets and entrusted with the duty of 
transmitting the tasks decided on from the Soviets to the other delegates. He 
usually does, it very promptly. In the execution of the tasks so assigned the 
chief delezae not only leads the other delegdes but assists them in every way 
possible. This makes a living machine out of the Soviets. in many village 8o- 
viets the work is quite orderly. The work of the Tuyankang village Soviets may 
serve as a good example. 

Devetad to the interests of the workers and peasants, the Soviets fight for 
the betterment of the lot of the toiling masses, The Scviets completely carry 
into effect the land laws and labour laws, launch a drive for the increase in 
production, develop economic construction, raise the cultural level of the masses 
68, etc. These actions of the Soviets enable the masses through their own ex- 
periences to regard the Soviets as representing their own interests in absolute 
contradiction to the KM? landlord~bourgeois government which fights against 
the workers and peasants.

Against the Counterrevolution 


The Soviets, it jie true, are a domoczracy for the workers, peasants and o- 
ther toilers but a fcumeerxtix dictatorship vis-a-vis the exploiting classes and 
the counterrevolutionary elements. In Kiangsi the Soviets have once succeeded 
in suppressing the AB groups and ovher reactionary groupings fostered by the 
KMT within the Soviet territory. Thenks to the increasing vigilance of the re- 
volutionary masses all counter:evolutionary intrigues have been smashed under 
the guidance of the Soviets. 

In Kiangsi the GPU has been formed from the central government down to the 
lowest Soviets for the suppression of all counterrevolutionary activities. GPU 
exists also in the red army for the same purpose. It has unearthened the con- 
spiracy of the higher Kil officers (Ge. Tsi Tsentung, etc) o:' the 26th arny 
who revolted and came over to the side of the red army. It arrested all the blue 
shirts of Chiang Kai-shek at the front. It has rounded up all other counterre~ 
volutionary sabotagers. 

Besides the red army there are colossal local units composed of the mass- 
es in defence of the Soviet regime. These local forces guard the strategical 
points or important routes against the possible sicaling in of spies from the 
outside, Anyone devoid of a safe conducts from the proper authorities may not 
have the right of way no matter how high he is in governmental service. The 
popular chairman of the central Soviet government, Comrade Mow Tse~tung, was 
once refused the right of way while en route from Juikin, Red martial lav 
maintained by the masses including old men, women, children, deprives the coune 
terrevolutionary elements of the freedom to move about. What is the most impor- 
tant, the suppression of the counterrevolution does not depend on the governe 
mental organs alone. In this matter the masses are taking an increasing part 
of their owm accord. . 

Imperialiem and KMf have always charged the commmists with arconm end mus- 
der of which they themselves are guilty. The Soviets punish the counterrevolu- 
tionaries severely but will not shoot the innocent. In fact, they have been 
somewhat lenient towards the reactionary military officers like Gen. Tsi Tsen- 
tung above referred to. They have abolished the most brutal decapitation and 
all other inhuman coporal punishments. They passed eery sentences of imprison- 
ment on the guilty orficers (Tsi Tsen-tung, etc). In all hearings against coun- 
terrevolutionaries the Soviets have done away with torture but relied on the 
adducement of evidence, above ali, on the watch and vigilance of the masses 
which make it almost impossible for the guilty to escape. Oftentimes counter- 
revolutionaries have been condemed to death at the mass meetings, thus edu- 
cating the masses in a political way.

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THE ZXPLOITATION OF THE KMT LANDLORD 
in Shensi 


Overzseeeeseeeeee2eeseeea 


Since 19°" the province of Shensi has witness:d six major catastrophes, 
Graughts, floods, plagues, etc. In consequence the bulk of the peasantry has 
fled from the province. those remaining have been living on weeds, grass, 
trees, dungs of the animals. They are starving and dying. They are placed on 
the human market for sale, if they are girls or women. Disasters almost come 
every year, The frequent repetion of the calanities is accounted for by the 
increasingly relentless exploitat“on of the KG landlord which virtually de- 
prives the peasantry of the ability to defend itself against nature by taking 
proper measures in advence. The Tuhao always curns such disasters to great 
advantage by absorbing the land o: the impoverished peasants. 

; Cumulative “xplo“tation 

The land tax in Shensi, like anywhere clse in China, is exceedingly heavy. 
Three mows <n Suiteh hsien nave to pa;y .en dollars in land tax. This $10.00 
is cumulative as a resuli of the increasing exploitation of the Tuhao regime. 
It is cowposed of three parts, the original tax, the surtax A and B, These 
surtaxes are ali lecal in nature, imposed by the hsien governments. They cover 
a wide range ..’ names from educational expenditure to almost every form of 
conceivable exaction, Somestimes the additional extortions amount to over $50 
or 900% more tyan the :iormal tax. 

The popry tax stands out prominently in Shene’. But owing to the drop in 
the price of opium the pearznts cultivate rice ins::ad of the poppy which has 
become unprofitable. In April, 1933, t:.¢ Shensi provincial government cross- 
ec cut the name of the poppy tax and replaced it with the weter-land-tax fix- 
ed 2t $15.50 for each mow. The calculation of the tax is base on the total 
acreage of 19350, reported to be largest in the years past. And the tax is ap- 
portioned e” ong the hsiens. It shall be paid whether poppy is cultured or not. 
The poppy aiea in 1935 is below 3,000 mows but whe tax collected on the basis 
of 1930 which is 6,200. 

Concentraticn of Laud 


Coupled with the exploitation of the KMT regime is that of the Tuhao class 
which has be*c::e more relentless ix recent years. Tne Hsiengtsan (head of the 
village), Kic‘isan (head of the Kia---smaller than village), etc, have always 
kept the ta: registers in their hends and allied themselves with the hsien go- 
vernment, shifting their own burden to the poor peasants. Besides, they cole 
lect the tax unde: various names, In Suiteh hsien 120 petty officers (and e- 
ven more in other hsiens) of the magistrate receive no regular pay but get it 
when they go down to the countryside to collect the land tax. Once reaching 
the household of the peasants, they eat and drink, smoke opium and exact money 
from the peasants, Failing in wrest#Z the mcneyfor the first time, they will 
come again, accompanied by soldiers, It is a common occurence that the dee 
faulting peesants will be arrested and brought to the headquarters of the sol- 
diery. There the peasants will be hung and flogged. And they may be beaten to 
Geath while ths soldiery claims innocence, One meal in the detention house 
costs the peasant some fifty cents o: 600% higher than the ordinary price. 

Officers of the magistrate have been quite inhuman in pressing payment of 
the back tax. One peasant in Fenghsiang last year obtained two dollars from 
the sale of the clothes of his wife and intended to send for a doctor with 
this money to save his dying son. The officers paid no head to the pleas of 
the peasant and wrested the money, all of it, from him. When-coming back late 
at home, he found the son dead long sinoe. This is, however, not all. The 
Kiatsan also pressed for back payment (of the tax) and on inquiry, learned 
that officers of the magistrate have — the money and pocketted it. 


Not earning enough for the payment of the tax, the peasants but have one 
choice: flight. From the autum ‘Succtiormeepeizg of 1928 to the spring of 19535 
the bulk of the agricultural population ran away from the village or simply 
died. In the Yenkia village, Fenghsiang, only 189 out of 396 (1928) still re- 
wained in 1933 ( 2 decrease of 207 aaat Out of these 207 we have the terrible 
stastics: 99 starved to death, 79 fled, 22 died of disease, 7 girlie and women . 
@old out. Only the able-bodied peasants could flee--~as a rule, to Kansu, Shan 
si or Honan. The cities are fuil of traffickers in women buying girle at one 
er three dollars a piece. The highest price in Fenghsiang is eight dollars. 
the ls are usuelly sold for prostitution or as conoubines or maidens.

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The fascist papers of the heiT, for instance, the Chen Pao of Shanghai, have 
advised us to remain calm and to keep quiet, saying cortzary to facts that 
imperialism "can not" divide Cnina owing to tue prevailing differences among 
the powers nor "can" it place China under international control for the same 
reasons, On April 24 the Social News, another fascist paper, demanded the 
unification ot China in preference to fights against Japanese aggressions. 
The Te Kun Pao of Tientsin on the same day wrote under the caption of "Deter— 
mination and Policy" that "The masses better work hard for the realisation 
of national revival through our own strength....above all, maintain order 
end tranqulity within the country in order to revive economy", It never 
Spoke a word about anti~Japanese resistence, a subject around which editor 
ials after editorials were written years ago. Now it supports Nanking in its 
policy of capitulation and betrayal, though somewhat implicitly. 

Now the KT concentrates all ite fire on the suppression of the anti-in- 
Perialist movement as characterized by the North China Daily News, British, 
Which says "Authoritative circles fear that the pronouncement (the Japanese

The militarists in HN. China, particularly Huang Fu (chairman of the Pei- 
ping political council), are all agents of Japanese imperialiem. Differing in 
nothing from the traitors in Manchuria, they have prepared to set up a puppet 
government under Japanese domination, only waiting for the moment when Japan 
may disregard the interests of other imperialism in the north. 

Yunnan and Kweichow ere brought under the complete control of French im 
perialiem while British imperialiem has tightened ite hold ae te tra 
Ssechwan. In this picture one may clearly see the extent to which the Ki and 
feudal militarists have sold the country.

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On April 4 the red army In Yinhsing, /-langal, 
tack on the enemy and defeated one brigade and four regi- 
ments, capturing the brigadier-general together with a number 
of zsegimental commanders, The said red army took more than 
1,000 prisonners in addition to a large quantity of »ooty. Fol- 
lowing the defeat, the enemy came back azain and was likewise 
repulsed. After battling for 4 hours the enemy withdrew to 
their forts. Before retreat tne enemy suffered another de- 

feat at our hands, leaving 600 prisonners to us. In these 

two battles we seized over 1,000 rifles, 50 machine guns, 
100,000 rounds of ammunition, more than 1,000 officers and men 
including the brigadier-general Hou Peng-fei, etc. 


A portion of the red army captured Nin-yang, Fukien, 
for a second time on March 28, capturing 5,000 piculs of 
salt, 30 boxes of kerosene, etc. 


In Yin-feng and Lo-an, two hsiens located in east 
Kiangsi, the crack units under the command of Chiang Kai-shek 
suffered a defeat, leaving more than 1,000 dead and wound- 
ed on the battle field. The heroic red army occupied the 
forts of the enemy by the thousand. Over 1,000 were taken by 
the triumphant red fighters. 


In Tai-ning, Fukien, the forts built up by the enemy 
and str guarded by white troops gave way before the 
fierce attacks of the heroic red army in the two days on 
March 23 and 24.

In face of this acute crisis the kif is shamelessly, nay, more shameless- 
ly, conducting the sale negotiations with Huang Fu and Ho Yin-chin figuring 
most prominently. Nanking sent its vice-sinister of foreign affairs, Tang 
Yuejin, to Cangchun paying Pu Yi a visit. Chiang Xai-shek and his hanginen 
decided to accept all Japanese demands at the Nanchang conference. Ivacuation 
has been already begun in N. China and wany of the northwestern divisions 
have come down to attack the red army. In turning NH. China to Japan, The fas- 
cist KT has resolved to put down all anti-Japanese :zovemwents or strikes. Chi- 
ang Kai-shek has issued strict orders against all strikes and sabotages. By 
these acts the GZ has proved the most reliable agent of Japanese iisperial- 
ism and the most loyal subject of Pu Yi. 

To conceel its betrayal the K.f has been carrying on the most shameless 
denagogical propaganda, saying that we should not worry so imch about the dan- 
ger in N. China, assuring that British imperialism has not yet occupied Pan- 
hung and Nanchang in Yunnan (which were seized long time ago). It considers 
the anti-Japenese and anti-imperialist movements as prejudicial to its policy 
of “construction" and commnist-suppression. It is pushing the campaign a- 
gainst the Soviets without gaking any steps to ward off the danger in north 
China.

Life of Workers

2/3 of the miners are natives, the remainder coming from the neighboring 
_vovinces. Owing-to low wages, wage cut, lockout, etc, the workers are always 
onx the starvation line. They eat the worst food and live in caves. When you 
wnter the worker's house, you see but all darkness---dark clothes, dark beddingi 
cark hearth, dark man, ete. All tiris is due the dark heart of the capitalist. 

The internal workers, about 1,200, diréctly paid by the wanagement, earn 
8 to §20 a month, hence in a better position as compared with the external 
workers who receive their wages from thé contractors varying from 20 to 40 
cents a day. Thye get no pay whem they dont work, They work every two or three 
pate Hence they do not get enough for their vvm living, :meh less for their 
iwiilies, : :

/ THE sAYAR VORLERS SURROUNDED fuk wUNICIPAL GOVERNAEN? 


Imperialism and nnT have been very busy with the arrest of the workers 
leaders of the Mayar silk mill at Shanghai (See our last issue). Up to lest 
week more than 50 leaders were thrown into prisons. The 4,000 workers, hov— 
ever, persisted in the strike for 6 weeks already. Under the lesecership of 
the CPC they refused to accept all reconciliation and arbitration offered by 
KMT, contractors, yellow unions, bourgeois journalists, lawyers, etc. They 
decided te fight to the last for the interests of the workers. dther workers, 
toilevs and students ix Shanghe: have given aid to them. Workers of i6 silk 
mills have deciared a sympathetic strike, likely tc result in a general tie~ 
up for the silk enterprises as a whole. On April 12 the garrison commsender of 
Shanghai, therefore, proclaimed an order strictly forbiding strikes and sab— 
otage. Tre fascist hangnen busi-:i themselves with the arrest of workers lead- 
ers, thus trying to wreck the cizike. But the strixers refused to yield. 

Besiegeé tne Municinal Gov't 

Under the guidance of the sorite committee 4,000 workers of the Nayar 
Silk mili cnlled a strike oc: Marcn S$ aneinat the 20% wage cut. Being mostly 
women, they nevertheless orrgatiso1 agitesion and messenger corr3, pickets, 
etc, fighting for the interests -- she working class. Relying on the strength 
of the masses, they snatched s:-0:: tne hards of the police sheir leaders an 
fellow workers serving on the si-ike oumeittee. They demonstrated against the 
threat of the capitalists to ther delezates, They fought against police men 
for an hour and suffered 100 casualty. 

On April 10, the aate set fo» arbitration in zne bureau of social affairs, 
workers went there in small bands after dinner, They desired to aid their de- 
legates in tue arbjtration but resolved not to yield on euy of their demands, 
By and by the crow reached 2,900; and demonstrated, In race of the police and 
troop charge they refused to retreat, Cold and rain rather encouraged the 
Workers vho would not yield at all. In the evening the crowd was reenforced 
by workers from other quarters, and received bread from them. Functionaries 
of the minicipal government were shut in, 

In spite of drizzling rai: and severe colé the workers refused to leave 
the municipal government and spent the night by standing and waiting. One wo- 
man worker feinted and bore a child on the very spot. The day following, 500 
soldiers were rushed to the scene. At 10 o'clock they opened fire on the be- 
sieging c1 .d resulting in she l:31lling and wounding of dozens. 

Leaders Arrested 


To break the strike the KMT started the offensive against the central or- 
anisations of the workers and arrested their leaders by the dozens. They 
agged the leaders from the workers quarters, charging them with theft and 
robbery, hoping thus to lessen the Ee of the workers, Up to now over 
ellen gk were taken into custody. As firm as ever, the strikers never re—- 
ec. to work as ordered by the 


Aid from Other Workers 


Workers in the other 15 miJls at Shanghai have suffered wage cut in the 
current year, They are thus quite sympathetic for the Mayer strikers, They 
@ollected money for the Mayer workers. They carried banners in aid of them 
while besieging the bureau of social affairs. They brought them food and hues 
bread, On april 11 the crowd of the sayar strikers around the Shanghai suni-

In the first place, the 
steady rise in the valve of silver is a preat aid to imoerialist dumping in 
China to the detriment of Chinese nrtional foods. China is n silver counury 
end, for this very reasén, closely related to t'c rise or fall in ‘se price 
of silver, Owing to the low rrice of silver tefore 1932 Chinese indussr: cid 
trade could meintain t>emselves in a some;hat s:able position because trie 
price level remained rrther high. But since the suspension of ti:c gold sian- 
dard by Japan, England ond U8 (shich tate up 50% of the total foreign trade 
of China) Chinese price level stendily declines. ise aserican dollar in 
January and February ‘ias fallen py 20% as compared with lest vear, This helps 
imperialist wares in bringing pressure on the Chinese. jhis denresses Chi- 
nese prices, With the aid of the greatly depreciated Yen, of its wilitary 
machine and the political superiority in China, of ivs smuggling, of the in— 
terdiction of the ani-—Japanese boycote movewent by vie Ku?, Japanese imper— 
ialism has been able to obtain ce upper jand in tue Uiincse market, 

The sid! taxation hes been on tie increase rror year to year, Last De~ 
cember the taxes on tobaccc, cenent, matches, evc, MEX were raised by one 
third, Beginning from this year, tientsin collects 6& likin, -anwhei and Hu~ 
peh have followed tie example of tientsin, In vic. m& cf the decrease in 
taxes as a result of the economic crisis the provincial, Hsien and other lo- 
eal governments have censelesaly increased the rate of taxation. 

In the third place, rural economy has gone from bad to worse, The levy 
of a tax on the importation of foreign rice considered as the‘necessary step 
in raising the prices of agricultural produce hrs heen enforced only in the 
provinces under the control of Wanking, and has failed to show thc desired 
effeets, The price of flour is still going down. ‘The mrchesing of che pea- 


sant is on the decline. 
Zhe Cotton Mitl- 


Turning to the actual condition of t>e sherpening of te crisis, we ma;; 
take the cotton mill as an example. Chinese textiles divide the market of 
China with Japenese textiles almost on the 50-50% ‘.asis but in resard to 
capital and technique the Japenese exceeds te Chinese.: According, to a state-— 
rant of the Chinese textile association Japanese capital is mapping out a 
;lan to wipe out the Chinese cotion mill in three years by monopolizing the 
market in Manchuria and North China as well as elsewhere. rhe sei.ling, price 
of the Japenese yarn is always lower than the Chinese by more than ten dol- 
lars, Aud this fact causes a further Slump in the price of yarn. iiere in 
Shanghai the yarn of 20 counts sells at $1760 in Jamary or $28 beiow the 
price in the corresponding period last year, wow it declines to $163.70, the 
lowest level touched since 1911. 

The low price of the yarn is, however, acco ed by st tion, a con— 
dition much worse than last year. Afcording to report of Chinese 
Textile association at Hankow the Japanése control 80% of the yarn market 
and 90/> of the cloth market. Oppressed by the Japanese, the cotton mills in 

are not able, it is reported,’ to pey back 000,000 to the banks 
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na, the Foosin flour mill, was forced to close down, As to the silk business, 
the condition is still worse. “he rise in silver prevents Chinese silk from 
competition with the Japanese in foreign markets, namely, in America and 
Francoc, The silk market in foreign eountries is, therefore, occupied by the 
Japanese, Since the onening of te vear all silk filatures except a couple 
nave shut up, throwing out some 60,000 workers. The silk-weaving business 
has likewise sunk steadizy. Originally, there were 9,C00 looms at Shanghai 
but up to april, 1933, the number decreased down to 4,785, then down to 
2,500 February, 1934, 

Last becember the i.MT government increased the tax on tobacco by 1/3 
to the great prejudice of Tobacco companies of Chinese nationality, The 
new tax is a discrimination against Chinese cigarettes. According to the re- 
port of the Chinese tobacco association foreign made cigarettes pay only 70% 
‘hile the Chinese have to pay 120% or 50% more. Since the imposition of the 
uew tax foreign cigarettes have cut their prices by 20% and depressed the 
Chinese products still further. Chinese tobacco manufaetwrers have peti- 
tioned to the government for a revision of the tax but obtained no answer 
from wanking. 

The tax on matches was also raised, tims rendering ineffective the : 
dumping tax of 1931 against che unfair competition of foreigm matches. The 
new tax is so nigh that it virtually takes up 70% of the price of tne pro— 


duets Rural Economy 

Agriculture repeatedly hit by the crisis hes reduced its productivity 
considerably. Take the example of sericulture. According to the Shanghai 
Sin-s;in-pao of April 13 2/3 of the peasants have given up silk—worm—breca— 
ing in Wusih, centre of sericulture in China. The shects of sdjkvorm, though 
sold at reduced prices, can not find a market. The exportation of tea a- 
mounts to 72,623 piculs from Jamary to March or a decrease of 7,796 piculs 
as against tke corresponding period. Stastics are not available as to the 
other agricultural products. 

Trade has worsened. Take Foochow as an example. rere trade suffered 
more than last year. Owing to deflation of credit over 30 big stores in the 
most prosperous street of Foochow have closed down. Other shops are consid— 
ering liquidation. In a word, trade conditions have argravated as comparcd 
with last year,

Supported by KMT and 
Yellow unions, the northern capitalists have been, ynder the pretexc of 
wer losses, seeking a more ruthless attack against the working class, 
intending in this way to shift the losses to the woyf#rs and drive them 
into a more desperate situation of starvation and death. 


Forkers’s Life Worse Of 
The following metho ve hecn emp! the northern capicalists 
in carrying out their offensive apainst che workers: 


1) Wage cut end Intensification of Labour. First of all contraccs and 
agreements on regular increase of wares, bonis and other allowances were 
cancelled as in the case of railroads, cotton mills, vrinting, munici- 
pal workers, etc. (he same is ime with weekly holidays and double pay for 
extra work as, e.g., railway, vrinting, ecc. Wages were ;enerally re- 
duced and work invensified. In cotton mills working hours were mostly 
lenthened but wages slashed by 30%, In Paochen cotton mills of fientsin 
the 3 shift system was c ed into day and night shifcs, thus increas— 
ing the work of the two shift labourers while wages were cut by 20-30%, 
Workers were compelled to take up cne meals (board) provided by the fac-— 
tory or the foreman who deducted without consulting the boarders the 
eharge directly from the wages. Usurious loans were forced on the work~ 
ers, too. 

2) General Worsening of ‘reatment. Punishsent was more common and 
severe, freedom to talk and to go to the toile. during working hours

At present wanking and Fukien are cutting each ovner's throat im 
ran wer that is really waged against tne mass of people. it is the masses, 
especially the toilers, that are forced to pay for the cost of war with 
their blood and sweat while imperielisem, militarists and politicians 
make the greatest gaing out of it. Surely Nanking and Fukien are bat— 
tling for hegenmony and supremacy in order to better serve the inter~ 
ests of international imperialism and the Tuhao-landlord—bourgeoisie 
in China. They are fighting for the undivided control of a rotten count~ 
errevolutionary government in order to call a halt to the triumphant 
march of revolution, ee 

At present the press here is talking about the imminent collapse 


of the Fukien rebellion, As everybody knows perfectly clear that the 
FPukien regime devoid of any poplar support will not last long, its 
debacle in the immediate future wil? certeinly cazsse us r ‘urprise. 
War dispatches from the front indicate that Nanking ‘Ss * uined the 
upper hand in the cc rse of what is cu’ led skirmishing, threatening *> 
encircle Foochow, seat of the people's puvernment, i'rom threc sides. 
As 1.ar a8 our wemory goes, mone nas nlay-ed the uecisive role in the 
recurring militarisit wars of the country. With more cash at hand, Nan 
king has a much biighter prospect of victory. 

But the end of the Fukien revolt dves not, ian tne least, mean con- 
solidation of Gen. Chiang Kai-shek's dictetorship in Nanking as would 
ve imagined by a superficial observer. It only means thet with the re- 
woval of a we.k rival Nanking has to face a stronger combination of 
anti~Chiang militarists in the suuth. Concretely Speaking, the crumoiec 
of the Fukien government will bring Nanking intvo a uch sherper cunise— 
diction with Gen.Chen .1i-tong (werlord of Kwangtung), Gen.Pe. Tsun= 
shi (dictator of Ilwang.1), etc, who Lave been loosely allied with each 
otaer in assuming an anti—Nanking attitude, - 


Nanking'g Bombers Active 

Fighting is in progrcss., Some reffer te it as skirmishcs whi’? »- 
thers regard -t as major engagement, But vither the oue or other .1as 
played terrible havoc among the people. It is a massacre campaign ci- — 
rected against the toiling masses. The sleughter will become more terri-— 
fic and grimm as it goes on. It does not matter which side wins the war, 
the result is tc assist imperialism in mutilating China and to cause 
China to sink deeper and deeper in her colinial position, bringing mcre 
distress 4nd misery to the masses. 

The dying Nanking counterrevolutionary regime, arart from carrying 
on an extensive bombing campaign against the Soviet territory and the 
red armies, terrorizing the whole countryy by violent fascist acts 
impressing large batches of workers and peasants for military service, 
has sent in the past month cuite a number of bombing planes against Fu- 
kien, calculating to level the people's government to ground but, in 
reality, hav opped bombs indiscriminately upon the porulace, On 
Dec. 1, the date set for celebrating the inauguration of new regime, 
six Nanking planes flew over Foochoy, Chuanchow and Ciu:noulwW, throwing 
heavy borbs on these cities, killing a good many of the toilers, Later 
when the war was in fujl swing, the Nv air quadrone visited again 
Fooohow and Changchow pn Dec. 24 end 25, slaughtering the population by

The betrayal negotiations untiredly cerricd on by thie yellow union 
resulted in the compromise of Aug.15 with the capitrlist signec under 
the supervision of the KM7T officers, The compromise os it ves provided 
for the grant °f maintenace money for 6 months, the ornti ution of 
hospital and school, the dismisal of workers on a large scule, the ro- 
cognition of the miil's right to hire workers with full freedcm. As a 
mattor of fact, the mill secured full liberty to dismiss and hire work 
ers, to cut wages, otc, oll recognised by the :ellow union who yet 
shamclessly proclaimed the compromise as a victory. ; 

th its position thus strengthened under the full supn:rt of the 

yellow union, the mill announced at tre end of September the dismisal 
.of 1,200 workers, the lengthening of working hours t» 12, the intensi- 
fication of work (inerease of 12 to 24 linés per worker in tre fine 


yarn shop, ctc).

Angered by this action and beginning to doubt the reliability of th. 
yellow union, the workers gradually rallied to the slogan of tye red 
union: "Not a single man to be fired, not a sin-le munite to be added, 
not a single cent to be -:t, not a single bit of extra ork to he ac- 
eepted rithout extra pay". At small delepates meetings they accepted 
the slogan as a basis of their demand. They even openly scored the Kil 
m2diutors and refused to talk vith then. But the revolutionary union 
still lagged heiind without starting enough orpanisationral work at once. 

Shéerpening of Strurrle 

In the mean time, the yellow union resorted to method of intimi~ 
dacion as a4 weans to help the capitalist. It spread the rumour that 
Chiung Kei-shep prepared to shoot any «who dared to persist in making 
troubles in the fructory. It pcersuuded the workers to make more conces— 
sions ty the cap*talist: dismisal >of 5CO..workers and lengthening of 
working day to le hours, With the wid of the ;ellow union ussured, the 
mill was getting stiffer and stifrer, even threatening to stop the main- 
tenance money, Finally the management promised to pay the noney for 
maintenance up to Oct.12, the dave set for puying cush. 

At that day 4,000 workers yatilered at the miil guve for cash, and 
waited patiently from morning till night without however receiving a 
cent, fhe workers then turned to the Kw and obtained the promise that 
the money would be paid on Oct.14, Disappoiated a second time, the work— 
ers were getting out of control and openly shouted "liers", "cheaters" 
to the xT mediators vho came upon the soene for explic*t i” vention. 
dere agin the yellow wureaucrats spread deliberately the rumour that 
if the ~orkers dared ts wrest the bules of yarn from the mill as © means 
to foree their demands the government would surely take drastie measures 
(shooting) for the protection of the mi!1 m&trared to the American An— 
derson & Myers Co, that the workers would heave to pay ‘ith their own 
lives for $20,000 taken from the mill. 

wow definitely under tue influence of the revolutionary union, tac 
workers assumed a threatening attitude and rathered in front of the ~- 
mill gate, arming themselves with a great . variety of arms (stones, 
etc), They were ready to rush into the mill at noon. At 12 9'clock the 
situation was very grave with the coming of more workers. The revolu- 
tionary leadership imme?iately proposed to seire the bales of yarn, &16. 
many militant workers 1 “lied to the call and rushed to the mill gate, 
Not foliewed up by the mass of workers, they however came to a halt. 


At that time, one brigade of soldiers was stationed inside the mill in 
unticipution of the struggle. .

In t':e first place, the etruggle has 
somewhat sharpened as is evidenced hb: the fact tliat workers resorted 
to direct action much oftener tan before. Secondly, more struggles 
will come up near erd of tne lunar year which still his a ~ ‘ical hold 
on the working population.

In the distriets around the lowor Sungeri about 10,000 -Manchurian 
taoopa wffivtered by Chinese but the latter can nut act with an autho= 
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rity of their om, As a-matter of fact, All Chinese officers 
whether high cr low are under striet vigilance and surveillance of Ja- 
panese imperialism. The round of duties from patroling to fighting is . 
evyformed by Manehurian troops under direet order of Japanese wuperiors. 
The soldiers have been subjected to unvearable hardships such as bad 
food, lower pay, flogging, extra work, etc, The soldiers as well as -f- 
iieers have shown a resentment against the Japanese. The influence of 
Chinese volunteers comhined with Japanese oppression has brought about 
many muvinies, eituer partial or entire, among the shaken Manchurian 
troops stationed in the area around the lower sungari. Such mutin.es 
nave taken place by the tens in Shansen. Holikung, etc, during the past 
few months. As to the rest of manchurian troons who have not as yet 
gone over to our side, th2y usually reached an uuderstanding with the 
volunteera and maintained an atvitude of passive neutrality during the 
anti~volunteer eampaign, Sometimes they even openly went over to she 
anti=Japanese camp. ‘ 


Under such conditions Japanese imperiulism decided to disarm the 
unreliable Manchurien troops in accordance with their strategy of the 
third stage in the occupation of Manchuria, This strategy caused con- 
siderable wneasiness and indignation among the Manchurian troops re- 
sulting im mutinies. Take, for example, the brigade commanded by Gen.'tu 
and stationed in Tangyuan, Trngho, etc. The soldicrs there refused to 
answer the roll call of Japenese officers and mowed a. ene forests. The 
4th battalion of the Wu repiment in Holiung turned back to the pursuu~ 
Sion of vapunese officers who desired to dishand the "unruly" soldiers 
by inducing them to listen to admonition and then cetch them in a trap 
with machine 8. Later on, the Jananese called their officers to & 
conferends formally discused the means of dissolution but before 
the eonfeiencs ended, the soldiers rushed in and fire* on Japanese and 
Chinese officers, ‘hen street fighting ensved, terminating in the ki-i- 
ing of 17 Japanese and the capture of 1 machine gun. More than 50 .miti- 
neers formed an anti-Japanese detachment under the leadership of a Cap- 
tain called Wu Chunghu and went to the north in company of 20 others 
who deserted the aata body of troops. 


After the mutiny in nolikung the Japanese gave full vent to their 
rage hy arresting the workers and others tnere, beating and torturing 
thon, They required the populace to put up "dog license" (certificet: 
for good peopia) on their doore, as a result, 6 policemen were burivc 
alive, one of them with the heart taken out of the ohest as a sacrifi~ 
ciai offering to the dvad Japanese officera, 

Snother regiment .f the Manchurian troops, under the command of 
Majo Mao, has mutinied and formed a partisan detachment, moving to Pu- 
rien, The soldiers resisted roll-—call and then flared up in a wutir,.

flmltancously with the disarming of regular troops, the Japanese 
proceeded along with the task of disarming the neasants, obviously wit: 
a Co to confiscating all arms and ammunitions which may be used for 
enti~Japanese purpese or turncd over to anti-Japanese voluntcers. 


The Japanese attempted to register all the arms held by the people 
as the first step toward; the realisation of the sinister scheme of dis- 
arming the ermed unite of the masses, In fangyuan, fungho, eto, the Ja- 
panese however directly dissolved the ailitia of ihe merchants, They 
robbed the peasants in nolikung of their arms in the same way. The rag~ 
ing peasants an¢ the landlord, too, immediately rose up uguinst ccnfie~ 
cation and employed various means for this purpose. Some said nothing 
ebout their rimles or made false declaration as to the actual number of 
rifles while the more militant revolted and organised anti—Japanese 
units, Nuy, they have been fighting the Japanese. fearlessly, Sueh pea- 
sout partisans ure mumerous, operat over a vast territory, In Sipei—

In face of the growing anti-Japanesc movement as carried on by | 
workers, peasants and dissatisfied soldiers in Manchuria, Japanese im- 
perilalism has been compelled to use a little bit of demagogy as 4 mcuns 
of nitigation of the movement. At the same time, it endeavored to buy 
over the landlord-bourgeisie and military officers in order to facili- 
tate its attack on the revolutionaries, particularly the communist 
party of China, It called a landlord conferece comp sed of delegates 
from various hsiens but camouflaged it as a cerenl parley. "he confer- 
ence was actuated primarily by the desire to stage an cffective offen— 
sive against the voluntcers and communists. Jupanese imperialism promise 
ed to give baek oa porti-n of the confiscated riffles to the landlord for 
the formation of self-defence units or militia, to increase the salary<.. 
and to raise the pay of soldiers to §20.00 per month, to cut the taxcs, . 
to clear the greedy officers, tu practise Wongtao (rrinciple of Saints), ; 
etc, Tnus allured and gratified to e certein degree, the landlord has 2 
rallied to the call of Japanese imperialism in © comnon attempt to < 
check the grow"of the revoluticnary and liberation movement, Consequent— 
ly, in west und north wanchuric a campaign against the communists and 
anti-Japanese elements was launched, killing them by the so re, to say 
nothing of the headquarters whieh were of course smnshcd, In this drive 
the Chinese landlord fully supported Japanese imperinlism. 


V, Union of Anti-Japs Voluntcers 

The counterrevolutionary actions of the landlord—hourgeisie and the 
non~resistence of the KM! gencrals, Li Tu, Ting Chao, Ma Tsan-san, etc, 
have enabled the masses to view then in thcir true light and more easily 
to acecpt the anti-imperialist programme of the communist party of Chi- 
na. The Japanese blows directed against the communists only enhanced the 
prestige of CP among the voluntcers, :

Causes of the Crisis 


Just like in other countries, the crisis in China is developing on 
AR local scale, directing its hlows to the local commercial centres : 
through which the commodities of imperialism pass into the interior ana 
native agricultural produce is shipped to the large ports (like 
Shanghai), thence to foreign lands, The native hanks located in these 
centres usually finance the payments of the commodities exporved or 
imported, They also issue aotes for local circulation, But their re-

The Chinese farmer produces for the market in practically the fame 
way as. those in the other oounsries, He exchanges his products for 
those coming from outside, mostly imperialist goods, This process was 

eatly bampered to his detriment in 1932, and the more so in 193}. 

e reason lying at the bottom of it is that foreign wares such as 
the rice of Saigon, the wheat of australia, Cannde and USA, ete, have 
flooded the country driving native produce out of the market while 
native products like silk, tea, eggs, hides, etc, have been unabke 
to find a market in foreign countries in consequence of the world eri~ 
sis as well as of the raising of duties oy foreign governments, The ad~ 
verse balance of trade against the Chinese villege is so heavy thay the 
native banks in the local commeroial centers have to pay out cash in 
Jarge quantities, leavirg very little in its own vaults, Needless to 
any, these native banka act as ageneies for the payment of goods oar 
ahanged between the village and the imperialist merohants, The fact, a8 
ges above, ia the fundamental reason hehind the ourreney crisis now 
svoeping Aver the country, 


The second cause lies in the faet that the different fractions of

How About Shanghai? 

On the surface the monetary situation in Shanghai secms much better 
than anywhere else in the country. But this is only a superficial oo 
servation, True, Shanghai is experiencins some trouble in handling the 
large stocks of idle funds coming from the interior, Truc, we do not 
witness any runs or signs of mins on the hanks cither Chinese or for— 
eign. The inflatidnist solicy of the Shanrhai banks. tozcther with 
Nenking's inflationist policy of public debts, have been causing much 
moncern and worry among the pemlace. On the osher hand, money ie alsv 
tight. Seeing the approach of thc crisis, the banks here are no longer 
liberal in making loans to their clients, Now even the first class 
firms in Shanghai are turned down in their propcsal for u mderate loan, 
Slowly comirg as’ it does, the crisis in Shanghai will nevertheless 
break out in the end, When it does come to the surface, it will be the 
most severe, perhaps similar to the ones which successively oceurred in
